a year ago. At the same rime it 
was revealed drat gross domestic 
output, which is the measure of 
how much die whole economy 
produces, fell by 2 per cent in 
the third quarter of this year. 
The drop was exaggerated by 
the effects of the engineering 
strike but it seems plain that a 
new recession is under way. 

The squeeze on spending will 
come through the application 
of tight cash limits on tbe 
spending of local authorities 
and government departments. 
Cash limits for local authorities 
and for the borrowing needs of 
Nationalized industries were 
published yesterday. These 
expect that local authority 
costs will rise by 13 per cent 
between the present financial 
year and 1SS0 to 1981. This is 


probably based on an assump¬ 
tion that pav in the economy as 
a whale will rise by 23 to 14 
per cent in tbe present round. 

If wage rises in the public 
sector are larger than allowed 
far by the cash limits and if 
the latter are strictly adhered 
to there hare to be aits in 
tbe volume of spending. Such 
cuts; for example in .staffing 
levels, w31 reduce tbe level 
of public services next year 
unless offset by increased effi¬ 
ciency. 

Although tbe cash limits for 
government departments are 
not likely to be published for 
some months, the expectation 
in Whitehall at present is thac 
they will be based on- similar 
earnings as those for the local 
authorities. Thus, a drop of 
2 tn 3 per cent in the real level 
of public spending is likely 
between this financial year and 
next. 


The cash limits announced 
yesterday were brought for¬ 
ward from their usual publica¬ 
tion date around the rime of 
the Budget in a deliberate 
attempt to influence wage 
settlements in local authorities 
and nationalized' industries. 

There is dearly a feeling In 
the Treasury that The last round 
of public spending decisions 
failed n> get adequate cuts 
from departments. It is believed 
that Mr John Biffen. Chief 
Secretary, tbe Treasury minis¬ 
ter masnly responsible for 
public spending, was not tough 
enough with individual depart¬ 
ments when they put forward 
their case for bring spared the 
spending axe. 

This week’s financial crisis 
will strengthen the Treasury’s 
hand in forthcoming Cabinet 
discussions about spending cuts. 

The review of civil service 
manpower'—where departments 


were told to look at the effect 
on programmes of cuts in man¬ 
power of up to 10. 15 and 2D 
per cent—will also have an 
effect on spending next year. 

Tbe change in prospects for 
public spending is partly a 
result of the Government's 
wish to use the cash limits 
system to effect wage bargain¬ 
ing. It wants to suggest a 
fairly low figure for wage risw 
in order to help its inflation 
strategy. However, if tbe 
figure is unrealistically low 
then it automatically leads to 
a volume squeeze. 

In yesterday’s figures for the 
nationalized industries there 
was a. surprisingly low figure 
for the expected revenue from 
the British National Oil Cor¬ 
poration. If this turned out to 
be too low then the Govern¬ 
ment ■would have more room 
to spare on its borrowing 
targets.

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Difficult negotiations ahead 
on Rhodesian ceasefire

Sharp comments from Gen¬ 
eral Peter Walls, commander 
of . the Rhodesian defence 
forces, and the spokesman of 
the Patriotic Front, suggested 
yesterday that coming negotia¬ 
tions on a ceasefire may prove 
as difficult as anything that 
has -gone before at rhe 
Lancaster House talks. 

Lord Carrington lost no time 
in presenting Britain's ceasefire 
proposals as soon as the cojt- 
srirutional conference met in 
the morning.. Discussion of the 
British proposals will go on 
throughout the weekend- 

In a press briefing, General 
Walls maintained that his own 
forces could be instructed to 
■apply the proposed ceasefire 
“jn minutes or a couple of 
hoars’". Given the'difficulties 
of the ocher side, he suggested 
they might need two or three 
days to be informed and four 
or five to move to their places 
of assembly.' 

By contrast the Patriotic 
Front see the ceasefire as a 
much more complex and pro¬ 
tracted pmcess. “There is no 
way that Lord Carrington can 
enforce a ceasefire,” Mr 
-Zvogbo the Patriotic Front 
spokesman said. “ If the British 
Government imposes a date, 
then it will be their responsibi¬ 
lity if anyone gets killed.” 

‘it was noted by observers, 
however, that tbe Patriotic 
Front did not mention rbeir 
previous idea of four or six 
months. Tbe Salisbury delega¬ 
tion, whose leader Bishop 
Muzorewa - flew home law 
night, has already spoken of 


three or four days for the 
ceasefire. . 

The British proposals begin 
by saying time mil be needed 
for transmission of the. orders 
to commanders in the field and 
for implementation of arrange¬ 
ments ioc die separation of the 
opposing forces. “ In trie view 

of the British Government, this 
time should be kept as short as 
possible, and need not be more 
than seven to 10 days." 

The crux of tbe ceasefire, in 
the British view, will be the 
separation of the forces. This 
is regarded as essential if the 
risk of clashes is to be avoided. 
According to conference 
sources, die idea will be that 
the Patriotic Front forces re¬ 
turning to the country will re¬ 
main in their places of assem¬ 
bly, under their commanders. 

As with the Rhodesian 
security forces keeping to their 
part of the country or being 
free to move, all this has still 
to be negotiated. Tbe important 
point is that both armies .will 
be responsible to the British 
governor and follow his orders. 

Britain will be in charge of 
monitoring the ceasefire.

Rate support grant 

pegged at 

13% inflation level

Tbe Government yesterday 
fixed the grant towards local 
government spending next year 
at a level relevant to pay and 
price inflation of 13 per cent. 

Thar cash limit puts tbe re¬ 
sponsibility on local authorities 
to keep wage increases for the 
two million council staff down 
in order to avoid high rate in¬ 
creases or severe cuts in ser¬ 
vices, or both. 

Mr A. G. Taylor, chairman of 
the Association of Metropolitan 
Authorities, said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment are putting local auth¬ 
orities in the front line in the 
battle against inflation.’ Wage 
awards -would have to be below 
13 par cent, he said. “There is 
simply not the money in this 
mem eat to cover awards at 
that level.” 

Mr Roy Haaersley, Labour, 
spokesman on the environment, 
said the p-ant “ heralds not 
only a period of reduced local 
government services but also a 
year in which the Government 
has knowingly heightened the 
risk of conflict between coun¬ 
cils and their employees ”, 

He forecast rate increases of 
20 per cent, or tbe hiss of 
140.000 local authority jobs. 

Mr .Heseltine, Secretary of 
State for tbe Environment, who 
announcedthe rate - support 
grants refused to.be drawn oit 
the level of rate increases. 
Such a calculation would be 
meaningless and would encour¬ 
age some councils to believe 
that they were not rating high 
enough. 

Instead he appealed to every 
councillor: “ Do not raise a 
penny more in rates than you 
must,” 

Mr Heseltine. who said his 
settlement was fair and 
realistic, also announced 
changes in tbe grant system in 
1981-82, based on a new block 
grant 

It is intended to be more 
clearly understood than the 
present system, aad will enable 
the Government to identify 
those councils that spend too 
mach. If they do the Govern¬ 
ment will reduce their grant 
A transitional arrangement will 
be adopted next year to catch 


any authorities spending too 
much. 

Mr Heseltine said that the 
Government would not go over 
the limit “If rhe figures look 
like being exceeded, rhe 
additional costs will have to he 
found by the ratepayers, or bv 
a lower level of services, or a 
loner level of people employed 
in local government The 
people who will suffer most 
will be those least able to look 
after themselves.’ 

The settlement provides for 
a relevant expenditure, that is 
current spending plus loan 
charges and capital expenditure 
out of revenue of £15,737m 
(November, 1979 prices), in 
1980-81, of which the Govern¬ 
ment will maintain its grant 
payment of 61 per cent 

Tbe total is based on the 
Government’s expenditure 
White Paper, and shows a 
reduction of about 2t per rent 
below what authorities actually 
spent in 1978-79. 

Additional grant payable 
because of pay and price rises, 
based on 13 per cent inflation, 
amouins to £ 1,380m on the 
rate support gram. £46m on 
and £700,000 on national parks 
and £700,000 on national parks 
supplementary grant. 

For extra costs in 1979-80, 
the Gnvernmeot has announced 
a reduction of £300tn. and 
yesterday took away another 
C20m. The cash' limit srtmdv 
at £493m .for rate support 
gram, £30m for transport 
supplementary grant, and 
£400,000 for national parks 
supplementary grant. 

The Government has also set 
a cash limit of £150m for pay 
settlements and comparability 
awards yet tn be made, largely 
to pay for the cost of award's 
made h.v tbe Clegg commission. 

For 19S0-S1. for the first rime 
in six years, rhe trend of taking 
money away from the non- 
metropolitan areas has been 
stopped. The share of the needs 
element of rhe grant for rite 
non-metropolitan counties in¬ 
creases from 51.62 per cent to 
52 per cent, goes from 2634 
per cent to 26.41 per cent in 
the metropolitan districts, and 
in London is reduced from 22.04 
per cent to 21.59 per cent.

The magistrates who dis¬ 
missed the charge against the 
university heard two expert wit* 
nesses, one for the prosecution 
and the other for the defence, 
who both said tbe smallpox 
laboratory had been "dean". 

A piece of evidence omitted 
from the Shooter report in¬ 
volved radioactivity tests. Mr 
Reginald Farr, head of medical 
physics at Queen Elizabeth 
Medical Centre, Birmingham, 
was commissioned bv the 
inquiry to test for radioactivity 
with instruments capable of 
detecting one ten millionth of 
a microcurie per centimetre. 

The reason for his involve¬ 
ment was that viruses in the 
laboratory were labelled with 
radioactive substances, and it 
was thought those would reveal 
any trace of escaped virus. Buc 
after exhaustive tests Mr Farr’s 
report was negative and did nor 
appear in the final inquiry 
report. 

The inquiry favoured the 
theory that Mrs Parker was 
infected by airborne smallpox 
that (probably escaped through 
a service duct as a result of bad 
laboratory practices.

Housewives jailed for 
frauds over benefit

Two Halifax housewives who 
between them were &ald to 
have defrauded the Department 
of Health and Social Security 
• of more than £12,000 by pre¬ 
tending that they had been 
deserted by their husbands 
were jailed by Mr Robert 
Taylor, the recorder, at 
Huddersfield Crown Court, 
West Yorkshire, yesterday. 

The court was told that Mrs 
Norma Cullen, aged 44, a 
married woman with five 
children, of Stanningley 
Avenue, Mixenden, Halifax, had 
been paid £10,620 she was not 
entitled to in supplementary 
benefits over nine years- She 
' was jailed for 18 months after 
admitting 10 offences of obtain¬ 
ing property by deception, and 
asked for 469 other offences to 
be considered. 

Mr Gavin Barr-Young, for 
the prosecution, said : “ This is 


believed to be one of the 
biggest social security frauds 
in the country”. 

Grace Robinson, aged 36, a 
sales assistant and mother of 
two children, of Godley 
Gardens, Stump Cross, Halifax, 
was jailed for nine months 
afrer admitting five offences of 
obtaining property by decep¬ 
tion. She asked for 92 other 
offences to be considered. The 
court was raid that over nearly 
two years she got £2,172 in sup¬ 
plementary benefits to which 
she was not entitled. 

Mr Taylor said thar he had 
to pass prison sentences as a 
deterrent to others. As a result 
of those cases there might well 
be a change of procedure to 
prevent frauds of that kind 
going on for sucb long periods. 

After the case a department 
official said: “ We realize that 
there have been weaknesses in 
the system and these have been 
recognized. We are introducing 
new steps as safeguards.’*

World drive 
to improve 
ship safety

A drive for improved ship 
safety on the oceans is to be 
launched by the United Nations I 
maritime arm, international i 
delegates decided in London 
yesterday. In a significant shift 
of emphasis this will be done 
not by agreeing yet more rules 
and regulations, but by persuad¬ 
ing governments to implement 
those that exist. 

That would immediately 
bring about a sharp improve¬ 
ment in safety and pollution 
through better selection and 
training of seafarers and 
improved inspection and main¬ 
tenance of ships, Mr C. P. 
Srivastava, secretary-gen era! of 
IMCO (the Intergovernmental 
Maritime Consultative Organiza¬ 
tion) said after its latest 
assembly. 

“ The conventions we already 
have are quite good, hut some 
governments are not implement¬ 
ing them ”, Mr Srivastava said. 
u As the world maritime 
agency, IMCO is no longer satis¬ 
fied to be the means whereby 
governments consult and formu¬ 
late international regulations. 
We intend to pursue - wltb 
governments how to get action. 
We cannot implement, but we 
can tell governments that we 
are behind them in their efforts 
to implement. 

“To show that we mean 
business, we will have no-new 
conventions or assemblies far 
two years, to concentrate on 
enforcement.” 

Since 80 per cent of ship 
accidents involve human error, 
improved operation and man¬ 
ning, especially by flags and 
owners known to be substan¬ 
dard, is the best way to reduce 
accidents, and IMCO is helping 
-various states, mostly develop¬ 
ing countries, to set up or 
modernize marine academies of 
a high standard. 

Another key area will be 
persuading countries visited by 
substandard ships to. act 
against them instead of leaving 
h,to tbe flag, country, when it 
might be a “flag of conveni¬ 
ence **.

Race body 
to inquire

Hillingdon had given 
them temporary accommodation 
for the night. 

At that time Mr Dicks said 
he bad given temporary accom- 
I modation to 14 families,, includ¬ 
ing the one sent by taxi to the 
Foreign Office. He was quoted 
as saying - “.Seven of these 
were whites. Seven were non¬ 
whites. So you see I am not a 
racialist 

Mr Nicholas Rainsford, direc¬ 
tor of London Housing Aid 
Centre, told me yesterday it 
had dealt with the family, a 
widower, Mohatned Jaffer Jan- 
mohamed, and his tour child¬ 
ren, after they bad been turned 
away. 

Hillingdon has' reviewed its 
obligations to bouse applicants 
arriving in Britain through 
Heathrow airport and who 
claim to be homeless. 

The council told an applicant 
who had come from Cyprus 
with his wife and three children 
that as he bad never had a 
local connexion with the area 
of any housing authority in 
Great Britain, the council 
owed no duty to him under the 
Housing (Homeless Persons) 
Act. 

The council takes the view 
that even if the Act did apply, 
then he cannot be considered 
homeless because be has accom¬ 
modation in Cyprus, which he 
deliberately left to emigrate 
The other case involves a 
woman with a child who applied 
to the council for housing 
shortly after she arrived from 
Greece. The council has told 
her also that it owes her no 
duty under the Act.

Paris, Nov 16.—Former 
Emperor Bokassa of the Central 
African Empire, was quuied to¬ 
day as saying he had no money 
aud-barterly regretted rbe sale 
of his castles .in France to a 
French businessman. 

In a, telephone interview with 
the right-wing newspaper 
VAurdre, be said be bad asked 
his son,. Mr Saint Cyr Bokassa. 
to try to cancel toe sale. 

The. farmer leader sold 
several French castles and 
properties to M Bernard Tapie 
oa October 22. The sale took 
place in Abidjan, Ivory Coast* 
where he found asylum after 
his removal from power in » 
military coop supported by 
France last September. 

M Tapie said be had bought 
the properties for about 
12.5m francs (about £1.4m) with 
the aim of -selling them by auc¬ 
tion and giving roe'proceeds to 
the United- Nations Children’s 
Fund {UnkrefX 

. Mr Bokassa was 'quoted as 
saying he" had been cheated by 
M Tapie and: bad sold his 
castles under pressure. His son 
COM L'Aurore that the proper¬ 
ties were worth four to five 
times the price paid. 

“I haven't got a penny left", 
tbe fortner dictaior said in the 
interview. “ L survive only 
tiranks to the generosity'" of 
President Fdhx Houpbouet- 
Boigny.- (of the Ivory Coast).” 

“To feed m y •dtildren, and 
you know I have' nrany, I have 
only my pension of captain in 
the French Army.. I even 
closed down my bank account 
in France-—it was empty.” . 

Mr Bokassa, who served with 
the.. Free French forces during 
the Second World War and in 
the French colonial army - in 
Indp'ChioQ in the 1950s, took 
control of-Iris Central African 
country in a coup in 1965. He 
crowned" himself. Emperor- in 
■1977. 

His averdwwv &y his cousin, 
former.

Victory, as Napoleon ob¬ 
served, has many fathers, so it 
is hardly surprising that the 
success, up to .now, of the 
Rhodesian constitutional con¬ 
ference is not aae man’s work- 

in anv case Lord Carrington, 
the Foreign Secretary, began 
the conference in a pessimistic 
frame of mind, and is not all 
that optimistic, even now. Cer¬ 
tainly. be would not regard the 
past 10 weeks as the happiest 
time of his life. 

Still, it was Lord Carring¬ 
ton^ gome plan which set the 
course for tbe conference and 
which has proved so effective 
so far. He decided, looking at 
all the previous efforts to get a 
settlement in Rhodesia, that 
whatever their theoretical 
merits they were far too com¬ 
plicated. Hence bis approach of 
raking each issue one step at 
a time. 

To that extent the Foreign 
Secretory deserves what credit 
may be going, but as be wou/d 
be quick to recognize the 
conference could never have 
got as far as it has without 
some very powerful support 


from the Kliodesia Department 
nf the Foreign Office. 

Curiously enough, though 
one imagines the Foreign 
Office as a place of high 
ceiiinged rooms lit by chande¬ 
liers. rhe Rhodesia section is 
up in the attic and looks a bit 
like the interior of a beached 
submarine. 

Perhaps that is a reflection 
of the problem's inaccessibility 
all these years. 

The seoiur official in charge.

The bead of the Rhodesia De¬ 
partment, Mr Robin Ren wick, 
would be regarded as the driv¬ 
ing force of the delegation. His 
colleagues see him os extremely 
decisive and rather untypical of 
officials ia thut he likes to go 
singie-mindedly for a solution 


rather than concentrating _nn 
the objections to a given policy. 

People like Mr Renwick, and 
Mr Patrick Laver, his predeces¬ 
sor, give tlje impression that 
they know uuwe about the min* 
uriiir of Rhodesian politics than 
most people know about their 
own home towns. 

Previously living in Salisbury 
us rhe British contact man, but 
now back in London, another 
key member of the team is Mr 
Derek Day, formerly Ambas¬ 
sador in Addis Ababa. 

The style of the British dele¬ 
gation has been set by Mr Nick 
Fean, the conference spokes¬ 
man. There is a steely precision 
to his answers which tend, tu 
wrap up imprecise questioners 
like a combine harvester. 

He has kept a firm grip nn 
tbe press proceedings, and des¬ 
pite one nr two arguments be¬ 
hind the scenes, inevitable m 
such a fraught negotiation, 
seems also to hare Lite con¬ 
fidence of tiie African deles*' 
lion's spokesmen. 

After their success, the 
British team have let themselves 
go su far as tu utter a re¬ 
strained “hooray”. But consid¬ 
ering the immense difficulties 
ahead no one is really celebrat¬ 
ing. 


America waits for Tehran 
confusion to clear

American strategy for the 
moment for dealing with the 
Iran. crisis appears ta be to 
await developments in Tehran. 
Tbe Shah may return to Mexico 
as early as next week, depend¬ 
ing upon his response to radia¬ 
tion treatment in New York, 
and tbe Americans hope that by 
then the confusion of authority 
in Tehran will have been 
diminished. 

Mr Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr, a 
leading member of tbe Iranian 
Revolutionary Council whose 
responsibilities include foreign 
affairs, is apparently searching 
for a face-saving formula which 
will enable him to have tbe 
hostages released. The students 
who are in control of the em¬ 
bassy are opposed to this, and 
have threatened unspecified 
reprisals against their prisoners 
if the Shah is returned to 
Mexico. 

Ayatollah Khomeini has said 
nothing. Although bis staff has 
said th«r be will be incommuni¬ 
cado until December S, an 
American television company 
hopes to obtain an interview 
with him' and broadcast it.

Future looks 
doubtful for 
Smith party

No role seen for guerrillas 
in policing the polls

The key element in Britain's 
ceasefire proposals at Lancaster 
House concerns the arrange¬ 
ment _ for Patriotic Front 
guerrillas to collect at assembly 
points within ID days nf ihe 
ceasefire coming into effect. 
The British Government and 
the Salisbury delegation recog¬ 
nize that there can be no 
question of integrating the 
guerrilla forces with existing 
units before the election, in 
spite of demands from the 
Patriotic Front that this should 
be discussed. The guerrillas will 
be expected to remain in the 
designated assembly cress, and 
will not be allowed out nf them 
armed or unarmed during the 
run-up to the election. This will 
be monitored by Common¬ 
wealth forces. 

Normal policing of ihe 
country will therefore be 
carried out, under the British 
governor's orders, fay the exist¬ 
ing police and security forces, 
probably expanded by aoother 
big call-up of reserves which is 
being prepared. The Patriotic 
Front are expected to lav claim 
to control of certain areas in 
the country, but rhe demand 
rbar they concentrate merely 
in assembly points is said to be 
non-negotiable. 

The Patriotic Front have aim 
been pressing for their troops 
to be paid by Britain, but they 


will not receive anything other 
tban free accommudatiun and 
food. 

The Salisbury delegation is 
concerned also that, if the elec¬ 
tion campaign starts to show 
that Bishop Muzorewa is in a 
commanding position, the 
guerrillas will rake to the bills 
and lie low until they continue 
with th« war after losing the 
election. Threats of this kind 
are already being _ made, but 
there is no provision for the 
Commonwealth military force 
to stop such a development. 

The jitters in Salisbury at the 
outcome of Lancaster House can 
be measured by the arrival in 
London of a representative of 
the right-wing element of the 
Rhodesia Front Party—those 
supporting Mr Ian Smith, the 
former Prime Minister, rather 
than Mr David Smitit, the 
present Finance Minister. The 
Rhodesia Front appears to be 
sending out feelers to Mr 
Joshua Nkomo's Zapu wing of 
the Patriotic Front. Lancaster 
House delegates yesterday were 
discussing the implications of 
the arrival of Mr Boss Lilford, 
a former Rhodesia Front vice- 
president.

Mr Karim Khalef, former 
mayor of R small ah. and Mr 
Ibrahim Tawil. former mayor nf 
the neighbouring town of Eh 
Bira, accused the Israeli 
authorities of attempting to 
exploit a section of Jordanian 
law. This decres that a public 
servant found guilty of a crime 
which includes disgrace ” may 
be removed from public office, 
and prevented from seeking 
reelection. 

The two men, generally con¬ 
sidered the most radical of the 
25 mayors who resigned 
collectively this week, recently 
appeared in court charged with 
assaulting a policeman at the 
Jerusalem High Court last 
November. 

“ The attempt to exile Mr 
Bass am Shaka, the mayor of 
Nablus and the trumped-up pro¬ 
ceedings against us are part of 
an Israeli drive to eliminate the 
West Bank leaders most 
opposed to the criminal con¬ 
cept of autonomy”, Mr Khalef 
said. “ It is a blatant attempt to 
silence men elected to their 
posts by the Palestinian 
people 

The two Former mayors are 


to appear in court again next 
month. Their case is likely to 
provoke further civil unrest in. 
Ramailah and El-Biro, which 
between them have a population 
of 60,000. The mayor of Beit 
JaHa, another West Bank town, 
was dismissed last year after 
being convicted on a similar 
charged. 

T understand that amen" 
witnesses who have agreed to 
appear on behalf of the former 
mayors will be Miss Linda 
Liviau a correspondent for the 
American ABC television net¬ 
work who was present when the 
alleged assault rook place. Ac 
the time, the two men were 
attempting to attend a Hieh 
Court case concerning rbe 
Israeli seizure of land in rbe 
occupied territories.

more, and ovut 290 councillors 
have now resigned." 

Mr Tawil, who at 33 is the 
younger of die two politicians, 
claimed that West Bank Arabs 


would welcome attempts by tbe 
Israelis to insrall military 
administrators in place of the 
mayors who have resigned. “IF 
they bring in the Army, it wiJI 
become crystal clear to the 
whole world that we are having 
to live in an occupied land", 
he said. 

For the fifth day, shops, 
schools and businesses in 
Rama Pah and EI-Bira remained 
shut in protest against tbe 
imprisonment and threatened 
exile of Mr Shaka.

One of the Soviet Union’s 
leading conductors has applied 
to emigrate. As happens in all 
such cases, he immediately lost 
his job as chief conductor of 
the Estonian State Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Mr Neeme Jarri, an Estonian, 
end winner of an international 
conductor's award, has been 
widely acclaimed in West 
Europe and the United States, 
where he has performed as a 
guest conductor. He spent two 
months last spring with the 
New York Metropolitan Opera, 
and was described by The New 
York Times as one of die most 
impressive and exciting young 
conductors from tbe Soviet 
Union. 

He has also performed ex¬ 
tensively in Britain, and was to 
conduct at concerts in January 
with the City of Birmingham 
Symphony Orchestra and the 
Bourne mouth Symphony Orch- 


tra. He said today that he was 
still keen to fulfil these engage¬ 
ments in spite of no longer 
being officially employed in the 
Soviet Union.

Mr Jarvi founded a chamber 
Orchestra in Tallinn, the Eston¬ 
ian capita*!, and has been chief 
conductor of rhe republic’s 
state symphony orchestra since 
its foundation. Although Estonia 
is the smallest of all die 15 
Soviet Republics, the orchestra 
won first prize in a Soviet 
competition two years ago. 

Mr Jarvi has specialized in 
conducting works rarely beard 
in the Sonet Union, including 
Bach’s St Matthew Passion and 
Sr John Passion and Handel’s 
Messiah. 

Last month in Tallinn he gave 
what he believed to be the first 
ever performance in English in 
the Soviet Union of Elgar’s 
“Land of Hope and Glory". 
The applause was so enthusi¬ 
astic that Jarvi repeated the 
whole work. 


Thatcher visit to Poland 


urged by party colleagues

"Mrs Thatcher is to be urged 
by parry colleagues to visit 
Poland. No British prime mini¬ 
ster Jhas visited Poland since 
the Second World War although 
it is the largest country in 
East Europe, an important trad¬ 
ing partner of Britain, a war¬ 
time ally, and home of the 
warmest feelings towards 
Brirain anywhere Inside the 
Warsaw Pact. 

West Germany, France and 
the United States ore well 
ahead in cultivating relations 
with Poland. 

This curious shortcoming in 
Britain’s external relations was 
noted at the eleventh Angio- 
Polish Round Table which met 
last weekend in a former 


RadziwUI palace, now a holiday 
home of the Polish National 


Bank, north-east of Warsaw. 

Every 18 months or so the 
Round Table brings together 


politicians, academics, journa¬ 
lists, economists and others 
from Britain and Poland. 

This year the gloom over 
east-west political relations, and 
the severe economic difficulties 
which lie ahead for both sides, 
sent members home with 
renewed determination that at 
least between small end 
medium powers there should be 
an effort to keep cooperation 
going. 

Mrs Thatcher would bo wel¬ 
come in Poland. The onlv diffi¬ 
culty is that her well-known 
feelings about the Soviet Union 
could put the Polish leaders in 
an awkward position. It seems 
probable that, airbnugii ihc

When Dr Henry Kissinger 
presented the world with his 
much vaunted plan for peace 
in Indo-China seven years ago, 
an American journalist in 
Saigon was asked to write a 
profile on the last soldier to 
die in that, tragic war. 

His reply- is-' worth setting' 
down for history : ** Impossible 
to comply with your request," 
he cabled his editor. “ Toe last 
soldier to die in tbe war is not 
born yet”. 

Here on the border of Kam¬ 
puchea seven years later, those 
cynical words begin to ring 
true. The French and. the 
Americans hare come and gone 
and yet the rumble of heavy 
artillery can be heard across 
the frontier. A stream of 
emaciated refugees stumble 
across the border into Thai¬ 
land. the slow tat-tat-tat of a 
Chinese AK47 automatic rifle 
disturbs a flock of birds in the 
iuagle and a new generation, 
of 12-year-old Khmers are 
carrying weapons.- - 

The war in Indo-China is still 
being fought after 40 years and 
there are no signs that it will 
end. 

About 150 yards to the west, 
across a small bridge, are the 
forward observation posts of 
rhe Kampuchean garrison town 
of Poipet. It is now manned by 
South Vietnamese troops who 
helped to occupy Kampuchea 


during a 15-day blitzkrieg in 
January. 

Once guerrillas and masters, 
of the jungle in their own 
country, tbe Vietnamese find 
themselves ensconced in • the 
towns and strategic forts in 
Kampuchea today, fighting an 
•. unpopular war much in the 
same position as their, former 
adversaries, the Americans,

Bolivia resignation disputed New labour law attacked 


La Paz. Nov 16.—The Bolivian 
Army Command denied today 
that Colonel Alberto Natusch 
had stepped down from power 
16 days after seizing tbe 
presidency. 

Early this morning, Senora 
Lidia Gueiier. president of the 
Congress, and General Oscar 
Larrain for tbe military had 
announced agreement on plans 
for a new Government. Later, 
three radio stations in La Paz 
broadcast repeatedly that 
Colonel Natusch, aged 52, bad 
resigned and a morning news¬ 
paper also reported this. 

But a military communique 


insisted that Colonel Natusch 
was continuing In office and 
that the reports were false. 

Both Congress and the power¬ 
ful labour movement have de¬ 
clared it was unacceptable that 
the colonel, who proclaimed 
himself President, be confirmed 
in ofice. About 200 people have 
been killed in street fighting 
since he took over. 

The joint announcement by

Through the 
years of my contribution to The 
Times it nas been more and 
more pressingly borne in upon 
me that the greatest illusion 
from which societies like ours 
suffer is the belief that propo-' 
sals which diminish the liberty 
of individuals can increase that 
of the people:in general; the 
most important' lesson I have 
learned' during those years is 
that that is a ruinous fallacy. 

The reason for its fallacious¬ 
ness is obvious, or should be;, 
liberty only exists for and in 
individuals, not for Or in ab¬ 
stractions _calied society, let 
alone the state. Moreover, the 
attempt to make the abstrac¬ 
tions more free by making the 
individuals who constitute their 
only reality- less :so; can only 
lead to a continuing, decline in 
liberty.

As one who has always looked'gift horses in the mouth, 
despite their tendency to bite, I must say that the resurrec¬ 
tion of The Times could hardly have come at a more 
inconvenient time for me.

this definition of freedom ) 
have marched in step with a 
similar movement on the part 
of The TimeSf as expressed in 
its editorial columns, and of its 
Editor, as expressed in the 
countless conversations we have 
.had on the. subject. (Of course, 
you may say that I am nothing 
but a boss's man, but on the 
whole I think you had prob¬ 
ably better not.) And untir very 
receotly indeed, when the ride 
began at last to turn, the road 
bas been hard, dusty and. uphill 
all the way. 

Of course, it has nor all been 
an argument about liberty. My , 
own complete liberty to choose 
my subject has enabled me to.

•is no alleyway too narrow, ill- 
lit or obviously without issue 
for me to feel inipeltod to 
wander up it; I could not poss¬ 
ibly write a general column I 
three times a week if I were | 
not inquisitive, to the point of 
impertinence, about almost 
everything, and off-band I can 
only think of two subjects on 
which I almost never write at 
all, ono being education, in I 


which I find myself simply 
uninterested, and the other 
Northern Ireland and its 
troubles, on which I have never 
been able to think of anything 
to say that has seemed to me 
worth saying. 

But that has left plenty ot 
room. Not long ago, inspired 
by nothing more than idle 
curiosit 3 % I tried to count the 
number of distinct topics I had 
written about in my Times 
column, restricting the list to 
those I had discussed more 
than once, and I discovered that 
they numbered something like 
seventy. I shall not impose the 
list on the reader, but I am 
obliged to say something about 
the omissions, before making 
some general observations about 
the inclusions. 

A very large proportion, of 
course, fell because they dealt 
with something so tied to a 
particular and limited event or 
moment that they have lost all 
interest now; in one instance. 
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indeed. I had the unnerving 
experience of reading a column 
and finding myself without the 
slightest idea of wfaat it was 
about, even m the most general 
terms. (I thought of including 
it in rhe book and offering a 
small prize to the reader who 
could explain it to its author 
but in the end decided to let it 
die peacefully in its newsprint 
bed.) 

I had, for instance, found my¬ 
self acting as fugleman for the 
moderate forces in a number 
of trades unions, including 
those of rhe engineering 
workers, rhe civil servant;, the 
journalists, and the actors. 
(These last were—and still 
are. for that matter—engaged in 
a struggle with a group led by 
Miss Vanessa Redgrave; 1 

dubbed the group 11 Vanessa’s 
Loonies’ 1 , and the name 
appears to have stuck. I men¬ 
tion this because it enables me 
to answer a question often put 
to me, and almost as often 
wrongly answered by those who 
have not made inquiry of me 
before offering confident 
ascriptions of their own; I did 
not, though l wish I had, think 
of calling Sir Hartley Shaw- 
cross Sir Shortly PToorcrcss, 
but I did cal) Sir Reginald 
Manningham-Buller Sir Regi¬ 
nald Bully ing-Manner.) I 
found that the most efficac¬ 
ious help I could give was the 
provision of crucial information 
about rheir internal elections 
and other ballots, _ and my 
readers were, sometimes out¬ 
raged to find my day’s inches 
entirely devoted to lists of 
moderate union candidates on 
whose behalf 1 was vicariously 
soliciting the votes of those 
who had them- Obviously, these 
columns would be of no interest 
now; and there were many 
others whicb served an equally 
limited purpose. 

Similarly, there were sub¬ 
jects on which I have written 
repeatedly, but for which a 
5ingle, representative example 
of my views was clearly enough 
for the book; many of my 
regular readers have their par¬ 
ticular likes or, more fre¬ 
quently', dislikes, among my 
regular subjects (Wagner, to 
whose music I am incurably 
addicted, is tbe one that arouses 
most hostility, but be was used 
to that himself), and whereas 
in a column appearing three 
rimes a week I could ride 
hobby-horses as often as I 
pleased, it seemed to rue a mis¬ 
take to ride too many in a 
collection of this kind. And 
again, there were subjects to 
which 1 returned again and 
again but which were inevi¬ 
tably subject to a law of 
diminishing returns as far as 
my readers’ interest was con¬ 
cerned. The area in which rJais 
has been most bitterly true is 
that of persecution in total¬ 
itarian countries; l have given 
many scores of such accounts 
in my column, and lave 
found it increasingly difficult 
to meet the necessity of finding 
every time a new way of say¬ 
ing the same thing, the same 
thing being that terrible rubric 
of our rimes: Country X is 
committing an injustice against 
Citizen Y. (In this connexion 
I must here disclose that I 
am barred by the governments 
concerned from entering the 
Soviet Union and the lands of 
her Empire on the one hand 
and South Africa on the other. 
These decrees; constitute a 
pair of campaign medals that 
I wear with considerable plea¬ 
sure. and T have a profound 
suspicion oE those who rebuke 
me for partisanship while 
wearing only one.) 

But none of this explains 
the o-mission of a subject an 
whicb I may welj have written 
more columns than any other 
two put together; the reader 
will seek almost entirely in 


vain for direct evidence of my 
chronicling of the British party, 
political scene, and wilt find 
almost as sparse the discussion 
of Britain’s economic condition. 

When I was planning this 
anthology, but before 1 started 
to read through the material 
from which I was tu select it. 
I bad desultorily planned to 
make my political and eco¬ 
nomic columns something like 
the spine of the book; they 
would, I thought, run through¬ 
out it, -with the rest being 
fitted in as the ribs and Other 
ancillary banes of the skeleton. 
But that was in theory; when 
I turned to practice, I got such 
a shock as 1 had never had 
before in my life. 

The only suitable image is 
the most familiar one; it u’as 
like looking through the wrong 
end of a telescope. This is not 
just a matter of rhe inadequacy 
of the men, though certainly a 
close spectator of politics in 
the Heath-Wilson years is likely 
to have been immunized against 
hero-worship far the rest of bis 
life, and indeed to have got 
the antibody so firmly en¬ 
trenched in his veins as to 
ensure its passing on, 
Lamarckianiy. to countless 
generations "beyond him. Did 
people like Harold Wilson and 
Denis Healey, Edward Heath 
and Antony Barber, govern us, 
and oblige us, by virtue of that 
fact alone, to take them 
seriously ? I suppose so; in the 
files I worked through there 
they were, those and a score 
more, grinning and shouting at 
us, pushing and shoving and 
gibbering, laying waste the 
country in the name of schemes 
for its improvement and 
mulcting us of uncountable 
millions to feed their own 
pride. 

But it is not for that reason 
that the reader will find very 
little discussion of politics and 
economics in these pages, des¬ 
pite tbe very large proportion 
of my weekly space I have 
devoted to these subjects. It is 
the subjects themselves that 
now loom so small, not just 
sub ■specie aeternuafis, but in 
the context of a day that is 
only the morrow of theirs but 
whicb already seems aeons later. 
The turning "tide is carrying out 
to sea not just this or that 
claim to the cure of all our 
national ills, but the very idea 
of political cures; what 
diminishes politics so rapidly 
is the growing realization that 
we have been looking in the 
wrong direction, literally For 
centuries, in our search for a 
solution to problems consider¬ 
ably mare profound, enduring 
and imoortanc than the balance 
of payments or industrial rela¬ 
tions, and that only when we 
change the direction of our gaze 
and look inward shall we 
begin to understand anything 
worth understanding. It is 
because tbe politics and econo¬ 
mics of the years covered in 
this book no longer seemed to 
me worth understanding that I 
have omitted almost all of what 
I said about them. 

So much for what l have left 
out; now for what I have pur 
in. A journalist who writes 
about everything that interests 
him inevitably produces, over 
rime, a complete picture of his 
mind; in my case, my friends 
are wont to describe ray form of 
personal map-making by saying 
that from reading my column 
regularly they can find out 
everything about me except the 
most important things. Thus, 
a reader of this book, let alone 
of the articles not included in 
it, will discover, among a good 
many other things, that music 
means a great deal to me and 
has played a large port in my 
life, that I am a cat lover. ih3t 
the vast impersonal institutions 
of our society, like the Post 
Office ard the Gas Board, are 
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not close to my heart, that 
lawyers and judges are even 
further from my effections, that 
Alexander Solihenitsyn is ona 
of my heroes, that I do not 
admire busybodies, censors and 
suppressors bat that I am often 
as unimpressed by the case 
made against them os by that 
made on iheir behalf. 

The picture ihar emer^jes is, 
I suppose, of a liberal increvs- 
ingiy aware of the inadequacies 
of liberalism and a rationalist 
who finds himself les-s and less 
able to rely on rationalism; a 
man at case with the art of tlw 
eighteenth cen.ru ry but dir trust¬ 
ful of I he basis of the Enlight¬ 
enment's optimism; above all 
one who, day by day, finds him¬ 
self more and "move convinced 
of the importance of the inex¬ 
plicable. 

It is in this last area that T 
can rocognj?* most clearly s-.-hat 
my friends mean when they 
complain about ihc ground I 
fence off even from them while 
perfect strangers are given con¬ 
ducted tours over my passion 
for Mozart, haute cuisine and 
the English language. 1 plead 
guilty, but beg leave to make a 
statement before sentence is 
passed. 

First, a man who dcscri'-i s f-» 
print as much of his activities 
as I do musr Inevitably bicv.. -■ 
determined to guard the area; 
of privacy rhat he retains f.ir 
the sole use of him sell <*ud his 
intimates. Second, T promise to 
reform, and can bring evidence 
tfaar I have already to some 
extent done so. In one respect, 
for instance, this book is 
already out uf date; 1 have 
begun to write (because I have 
begun, to thinki very much 
more about what 1 hare called, 
above, the importance of the 
inexplicable. Tnis in itself has 
involved revealing more of 
myself than I have previously 
felt comfortable about doing, 
and I have no doubt rhat the 
second volume uf my selected 
writings will amply reflect this 
development. 

In the end I return to 
liberty, on which all depends, 
including, of course, my ability 
to express my opinions. During 
the past decade Britain 
never been free of the totali¬ 
tarian threat from within as 
well as from without, though ir 
has been as depressing as it is 
ironic to observe that the inter¬ 
nal threat has grown as the 
external has diminished ; I have 
£3td that f confidently expect 
Britain to be proclaimed a. 
Soviet Republic ar about the 
time tbe people of Moscow put 
their rulers on trial. But in 
truth lovers of liberty have less 
to fear from those who deliber¬ 
ately seek to bring about 
liberty’s destruction than front 
those who fail to see that there 
is narking of value — nothing — 
in any society other than the 
iDdlviduals who compose it, 
and, so tailing, pursue ends 
which, designed to enlarge the 
lives of many, succeed only in 
narrowing the lives of all; he 
who most loudly proclaims him¬ 
self his brother’s keeper ail too 
often turns out to be liieiallj' 
and grimly jusr ih&r. 

Yet it is necessary To ask 
why the individual is all- 
important ; it asked, i can 
after only a tentative and 
interim answer. It is surely 
because if the universe makes 
any sense at all ir onh does 
so’in terms which imply rhat 
the individual soul—an un¬ 
fashionable word, but one for 
which no fully adequate sub¬ 
stitute has yet been devised— 
has a duty to develop 
towards the highest of which it 
is capable. Some s Ay that this 
task can only be accomplished 
over many lifetimes; it is not 
necessary to believe as much to 
insist that the argument is nut 
to be understood in terms uf 
material hetiermv.nt; many who 
have nothing iri this v.orld arc 
far richer in spirit, because they 
have understood the truth oE 
which they art part, than those 
who are poor beyond the 
dreams of misery, though they 
lie on mairresses of soft du.vn, 
and on their backs, ««*>. be¬ 
cause their sronir.chi ::re un- 
romfnrtubiy full. That is why- 
many a political prisoner is 
more free behind the barbed, 
wire than the guard who putrols 
it. as half th-.* world’s prison 
literature inches clear. 

This is nnr an argument 
fihough it has often been used 
as onei for telling rhe poor 
not to mind their poverty. _ It 
is an argument for b-.lievirig 
that only as individuals can we 
hone to reail/e oyr full peuen- 
tialitv. and rhtt .ir.vtMns 
which denies nr resrricti th.it 
rwlliatien u'siii?* tai ninn it¬ 
self. Evelyn Waugh put it 
neatly in a r:.-.'i < inter¬ 
view, part r.f which Ronuld 
Harwood inccrpanned in i-is 
stage adaptation oi‘ Wno^h's 
aul 0 bio£r:>phiral novel 7'he 
Or iic el of Gilbert Pinfold. 
A?feed: “You heve not much 
sympathy with the r,..ia *n the 
j’treeL, "have you?”. Pinfold 
replies;

The steady upsurge of interest 
in Leos Jana nek’s operas was 
reflected in the availability of 
Czech recordings of most at 
them, even more in the world¬ 
wide acclaim last year for 
Dacca’s Katya Kabanova 

recorded in Vienna under Sir 
Charles Mackerras, with 

Elisabeth Soderstrom in the 
title part. This new set of The 
Makropoiilos Affair uses the 
same forces with results at 
least .as remarkable. At the 
centre is Soderatrom’s virtuoso 
impersonation of the opera 
singer who lived over 300 years, 
cold and scornful until 
shortly before the end, then 
comic in .her cups, finally 
moving in her death scene. 
Janacek’s orchestral music is 
similarly diverse and rich in 
detail captured superbly by tbe 
YPQ and its conductor.

More acerbic tastes will- be 
better satisfied by the pungent 
and vital performances of 
Bartok’s first two piano con¬ 
certos recorded by Mauririo 
PoUini with the Chicago Sym¬ 
phony under Claudio Abbado 
(DG .2530 SOI, £5.06). High- 
pressure energy and joy 
abound, with - passion made 
objective by the precision of 
the soloist and the implacable 
rhythms and - tones of the 
orchestra. I have always found 
the bright counterpoint of the 
second concerto more welcom¬ 
ing than the tangled growths of 
the -first,.'but here ate earlier 
work is revealed to view as 
never before, though with a

Remaining in - The twentieth 
century. for the first of my 
miscellanea, 1 come to Pierre 


Boulez's four-record boxed set 
of orchestral works by Ravel 
(CBS 79404, £14.99 until Janu¬ 
ary 1). This lacks the works 
with soloist but bas everything 
rise, including such rarities as 
the brittie toy fanfare for 
VeventaH de Jeanne, the exotic 
early overture Skehdrazade and 
the sea picture Une barque svr 
foedtm. The set also bas the 
perfect grade in Boidez, who 
has the c a pacity to make every¬ 
thing work precisely in such 
crafty scores as Ma mere Tope 
or Le combeau de Couperin, and 
to brine floods of perhaps 
ironic scomalz to Daphnis or La 
vtdse. 

Anorber modern master, 
Stravinsky, has been ' well 
served fay a sumptuous record¬ 
ing of Tne Firebird from Colin 
Davis and the Concertgebouw 
(Philips 9500 637, £5.45) and by 
Yuri Temiikanov*s account of 
Petrushka with the Leningrad 
Symphony (HMV Melodiya 
ASD 3705, £5.40). Tbe latter 
is not well recorded: apart 
from anything else, it is pre¬ 
ceded by Ravel’s second 
Daphnis suite, so that tbe 
clamorous “Russian Dance” is 
crammed -uncomfortably into 
the centre grooves. However, 
we do not have many oppor¬ 
tunities to hear Stravinsky 
played by Russians and The re¬ 
sult is fascinating, even if they 
do get smudged in tbe more 
complex ensembles, exaggerate 
rajlentandos and use the wrong 
edition. What they can pro¬ 
vide, and it is well worth samp¬ 
ling, is -what Stravinsky him¬ 
self said was in tbe final -scene: 
the “smells of Russian food— 
shchi —and of sweat and glisten¬ 
ing leather boots • 

I end with something again 
Russian, again from, the world 
of ballet, but now to be com¬ 
mended without reservation. 


Mstislav Rostropovich converts 
the Berlin Philharmonic into 
the perfect theatre orchestra 
for. his recordings of suites 
from Tchaikovsky's Suwn Lake 
an d Sleeping Beauty (DG 2531 
UV £5-06).

EMX has done handsomely by 
the centenary of Sir Thomas 
Beechnut's birth. The most im¬ 
posing tribute has been an enor¬ 
mous box (5HB 100, World 
Records, £2435) containing 
eight discs and Alan Jefferson's 
full and fascinating new biog¬ 
raphy. The box’s title, A Musi¬ 
cal Biography, will warn the 
unwary that many of the per¬ 
formances took place long ago, 
under more or Jess primitive 
recording conditions, though 
the transfers have been cleverly 
negotiated. Tbe repertory in¬ 
cluded is characteristic, even to 
the cariosities of Beecham’s 
early years, which include a cut 
version of the Fledermaus over¬ 
ture, the first known record of 
music by Stravinsky (excerpts 
from Firebird) and Sir Edward 
German’s “Have you news of 
my faoy Jack ? ” sung by Clara 
Butt. Some of the later material 
wiD be familiar, albeit perhaps 
in other Beech am recordings, 
and not everything is worthy 
of Bee chain’s artistry, though 
tbe Polomsian Dances and the 
Gotterdammerung scene of 
1936, and Massenet’s Lost Sleep 
of the Virgin (Beech am’s “ little 
lollipop”), and examples of the 
great man as lecturer on music, 
at least render the box compul¬ 
sively alluring. A good deal of 
money may seem to be asked, 
but there is value for it. 

Among tbe many other 
Beech am reissues for this year, 
I would specially mention the 
Rossini overtures (mono, SH 
313, £325) which are simply ex¬ 
emplary ; the box including pre¬ 
war versions of Tchaikovsky’s 
fifth, Schubert’s Unfinished, 
Brahms’s second, and Franck's 
only, symphonies (RLS 733, 
three discs. £9B5); the fascinat¬ 
ing 1930s Don Quixote with the 
Hew York Philharmonic and 
Alfred Wailerstem as cellist 
(HLM 7154, £2.85); Sibelius’s 
seventh with Tapioia and The 
Oceanides (SXLP 30290, £3.05); 
and the closing scene of 
Strauss’s Elektra (with Schluter, 
Welitsch and Schoffier) coupled 
with the start and finish of 
Ariadne auf Naxos (chiefly for 
Cebotari’s Ariadne) (RCA RL 
42821, £3.50). There is much 
else, if one searches the cata¬ 
logues.

Bur though so much 
more Gallic than Teutonic in 
spirit he is scarcely less per¬ 
suasive here in miniatures by 
Brahms, whom he met and idol¬ 
ized in youth.. As for Villa- 
Lobos’® Polichinelle and Falla’s 
Ritual Fire Dance, what visual 
recital-uaH memories they 
evoke-1 

For the rest, my sequence is 
chronological, . star ti ng with 
Beethoven. And collectors -mil 
be delighted to know that all 
32 sonatas from Alfred Bren del 
are sow available separately as 
well as in a Philips beer (6768 
004, eight discs, £4525) in 
strongly characterful yet 
unidosyncratic performances 
surely destined for the same 
immortality as those of 
SchnebeL Anyone wanting just 
a pair of tiffed favourites, the 
Waldscein mid Appassionato, 
will also . find breathtaking 
illumination of detail, both 
spiritual and purely colouristic, 
from Gilek (DG 2531 143, 
£5.06). . 

Gilds and his daughter Elena

Though tbe catalogue already 
boasts outstanding perform¬ 
ances of Chopin’s preludes from 
PoUini, Murray Perabia and one 
or two others, Ashkenazy’s new 
version is still enormously wel¬ 
come for the warm humanity 
underpinning aristocratic pdan- 
i'snu The pieces emerge as 
personal mood pictures, never 
like left-over ddtdcs, though I 
would have preferred a little 
more continuity in presentation 
of tite set as a whole (Decca 
SXL 6877, £525). There is 
more acutely sensitive Chopin 
playing from Fou Tsong in the 
B minor sonata, the Barcarolle, 
the Berceuse and the Polonaise 
Fantasy (CBS €1666, £339), 
though response to detail, mani¬ 
fest in slightly fitful rxAato, 
sometimes undermines struc¬ 
ture. Arrau ? « searching intensity 
in bis two-disc album of Noc¬ 
turnes is infinitely preferable to 
mere drawing-room prettiness 
in these 21 pieces, yet for my 
own-taste the style and tone- 
worid (upheld by a very full, 
rich bass) are alitie too Ger¬ 
manic for this essentially Gallic 
Pole (Philips 6747 485, £10.45). 

While Peter Frank] continues 
on his sterling course through 
Schumann’s piano music com¬ 
plete, Daniel Barenboim is 
delving into those works that 
we all love best, with winning 
results in a romantically imagi¬ 
native coupling: of Camaual and 
Faschingsscktoank aus Wien, 
both inspired by the spirit of 
the masquerade (DG 2531 090, 
£5.06). The great C major 
Fantasy (in company with. 
Kinderscencn and the Arab- 
eskc) betrays effort in its 
middle march, but the flanking 
movements are deeply felt (DG 
2531 089, £5.06). 

Martha Argericb’s recent 
issue' of the Fantasy, coupled 
with tbe Faniasiestucke, opus 
12, is predictably much more 
excitably inflammable Though 
in slow tempo rather less 
poised (CBS 76713, £439). 
Schumann also introduces, a 
newcomer to the English cata¬ 
logue in Youri Egorov, a 25- 
year-old Russian now living in 
Holland. But while ad miring 
the serious musical mind 
behind sturdy fingers in 
Kreisleriana and two Novelet- 
ten, X missed spontaneity and 
individuality, and suspect that 
“lave” notices in the Stale* 
have driven Jam into the 
recording studio too soon 
(HMV HQS 1428. £3.89). 

Liszt brings a rather dif¬ 
ferent w newcomer ” to die lists 


in Ervin Nyiregyfoazi, a large- 
hearted 75-year-oW Hungarian 
pianist cl arming Busoni and 
Paderewski as bis inspiration. 
While delighted that an alleged 
giant of the past has at last 
been vouchsafed a recording 
debut, I have to confess dismay 
in this two-disc recital, at so 
much injudicious pedalling, 
rnbato and separation of the 
hands, besides excessively slow 
tempo and excessively loud 
fortissimo (not least in the 
bass) and, still worse, the 
liberty he allows himself of 
repeating any section that 
takes his fancy. If this repre¬ 
sents a vanished ** golden age ”, 
then my oath of aQegaance goes 
to today’s puritans. But we can 
be grateful to tins artist for a 
transcrip con of che fine, un¬ 
justly neglected Bamlet rone- 
poem (CBS 79219, £9.59). 

Though in the sonata the young 
Caban Horacio Gutierrez does 
not read enough between the 
lines, both here and in shorter 
pieces his effortless brilliance 
and crystalline textural _ trans- 
lucency have a fascination of 
their own, and there is true 
poetry, too, in the Sonetto 104 
del Petr area (HMV HQS 1427, 
£3.89). 

As for Brahms, he could 
scarcely hope for more sump¬ 
tuous depth of tune and thought 
than he receives from Arrau in 
a coupling of the four ballades, 
opus 10, and the Handel Varia¬ 
tions, though some people may 
find themselves too aware of 
an interpreter at work in the 
variations, which I think repay 
stricter, 'less pliably romantic, 
treatment (Philips 9500 446, 
£5.45). 

In view of Sibelius’s neglect 
as a keyboard composer, Glenn 
Gould’s assemblage of the three 
sonatinas and the hitherto un¬ 
recorded Lcmmin kainen-ia- 

sptred Kytlikki suite ranks as a 
collector’s piece, though in a 
characteristic attempt to throw 
new light on the notes Gould 
challenges criticism in his 
Choice of tempo, point-making 
and audible vocalization as well 
as microphone placing (CBS 
76674 £459). Scriabin continues 
to be miraculously well served 
by Ashkenazy, on a pilgrimage 
through the piano works. com¬ 
plete, who now brings ail the 
right highly-strung nervous 
energy, lyrical intensity and 
feeling for texture and tone to 
the second, seventh and tenth 
sonatas as well as infrequently 
heard shorter pieces (Decca 
SXL 6868, £5-25).

Baker 

renewed 

Have you noticed the advent of 
a new Janet Baker voice? If 
my personal mannerisms were 
imitated by every aspiring 
mezzo, and if I had bet vocal 
technique, I too would seek to 
extend the available sounds in 
my voice. Dame Janer does so, 
not for the first time, in a 
record of Italian classic arias 
f.4rie amoroso. Philips 9330 
S57, £5.45), such as are studied 
by all vocal students, accom¬ 
panied by RevHle Marriner and 
the Academy of St Martin—the 
arrangements by Simon Preston 

often regrettably lush and un¬ 
stylish, unlike the singing, which 
shows a new !ij£itne$s and 
volatility, in Caccini’s “Ama- 
rillii ” even a successful assauk 
into the timbre of a superb 
counter-tenor (there were hints 
of it in tbe lasr‘ revival of 
ldomeneo at Covent Garden). 

For mucb of this recital Dame 
Janet sings as her customary 
self, rather stretching her 
artistry in point of interpreta¬ 
tion. The 18 items, including 
many favourites (such as “ Caro 
mio ben ", “ Danza, danza ”, 
“ Nel cor piii ” and “ Plaisir 
d’amour”), have all something 
to illuminate the most familiar 
music If only she hadn’t accep¬ 
ted these sugary accompani¬ 
ments—but many readers may 
find them positively endearing, 
skilfully engineered as they are. 

The Art of Tito Gobbi (EMI 
RLS 738, £8.50). a box of three 
records, was issued to coincide 
with the publication of Gobbi's 
aatobiography. It consists _ of 
early sides made in ItaJv during 
tiie war, then some recorded in 
London between 1948 and 1952, 
all operatic excerpts. Next come 
two sides of modern Italian 
ballads, recorded between 1948 
and 15.73. rhe period of Gobbi’s 
musical films : _ finally nine 
hitherto unpublished operatic 
items from 1955 and nine 
Italian ballads with Gerald 
Moore as pianist. The set im¬ 
pressively demonstrates tbe 
development of Gobbi’s voice 
and artistry, though his 
musicianship is heard to be 
exceptional in the earliest sides, 
only more impetuous, more 
intent on a telling sound. Every 
student of vocal an will learn 
greatly from these discs. 

Every devotee of Kiri Te 
Kanawa’s tinging will cherish 
her record of orchestrally 
accompanied songs bv Richard 
Strauss (CBS 76784. £4.39), the 
creamy soprano in prime, freely 
soaring condition, exquisitely 
set against sumptuous accom¬ 
paniment by the LSO under 
Andrew Davis, a knowing 
Strauss ian. One side is given to 
tbe Four Last Songs, to which 
this enchanting Arabella is 
ideally suited, and in which she 
has learnt well from the best 
models. For the rest, she turns 
to early songs in orchestral 
dress. 

Elisabeth Soderstrom has pro¬ 
duced rwo fine recital records 
this year, both with Vladimir 
Ashkenazy as her perceptive 
and sympathetic pianist. Their 
Rachmaninov series is com¬ 
pleted with Volume IV (Decca 
SXL 6869. £4.50). including four 
songs without opus number, the 
opus 26 set one of which is a 
duet (with the admirable John 
Sbirley-Quirk) and two elo¬ 
quent Heine settings. Soder- 
strom again shows extraordin¬ 
ary affinities with both music 
and poetry, and her limpid 
soprano is gratifyingly captured 
in a favourable acoustic, as 
also in a record of songs about 
and for children (Decca SXL 
6900, £4.50).

Handel & Bach

by Arthur Wood, and Arthur 
Berry. The CoumuHaty pro¬ 
gramme prize was withheld, 
not I am assured because 
stations- have been, doing 
poorer wwk-r-thev just do not 
seen'tn have submitted their 
Jiest. As to the Gold Award, 
that, I.am glad to say, brings 
me safety back to congratula¬ 
tion: it is not limited to work 
broadcast in. the preceding 
year, but may be given to 
anyone whom the judges con¬ 
sider to have made an out¬ 
standing contribution to radio. 
Nobody can say. of Henry Reed 
that he has not done that. 

. Writing of the awards re¬ 
minds me that the last twelve- 
month also saw the creation 
of a new one: die GDes 
Cooper Award for radio drama 
set up by the BBC in associa¬ 
tion with Eyre Methuen who 


publish the half-dozen winning 
scripts. A shining innovation 
this, but somewhat tarnished 
in my opinion by the quality 
of the field. Perhaps next year 
at least one of the successful 
plays will come within,sight of 
matching that brilliance in the 
use of radio which was a hail- 
mark of the man after whom 
the whole affair is named. 

But what else was happening 
chat non-existent year ago ? 
Good heavens, it was only last 
November 23 that tbe whole of 
network radio underwent the 
convulsion that accompanied 
the change of wavelengbts. It 
seemed-a very quiet convulsion 
at the time and a few days 
later, the Corporation felt 
itself able to declare “Better 
reception on new wave¬ 
lengths”. AJas, such changes 
are like treading on the tail of 
a "very large brontosaurus: it 
takes tbe creature a consider¬ 
able time to register the pain 
and start thrashing around. It 
wasn’t quite all “ better **. How 
could it be in a world where 
more and more people with 
bigger and better transminers 
are jostling for space in tbe 
overcFOwdttl air? So that_ is 
why in last Monday’s Guardian 
you could have found the 
headline: “ Radio 4 returns to 
medium wave”. Grearer Lon- 
don only, mind, but isn't this 
again so very like the place 
where we went out ?

No photograph you have ever 
seen, nothing you may have 
read or been told about the 
Grand Canyon, makes any 
sense until you stand on tbe 
edge of that awesome gap, be¬ 
cause it i$ the one place on 
earth for which no description 
can prepare vou. The sue, the 
scale, to which your eye and 
brain must hecoma accustomed 
is almost beyond belief. And if 
you find yourself there, as 1 
did, your thoughts are likely to 
be dominated bv the insignifi¬ 
cance of man and the inade¬ 
quacy of his vocabulary. 

A mile deep and 13 miles 
across at its widest, it is a 
monument to ten million years 
of history. Its rock face is a 
geological calendar, and at the 
beginning of this century—a 
mere breath ago on such a time 
scale — President Theodore 
Roosevelt summed up what 
many have thought before 
and since. "You cannot Im¬ 
prove upon it,” he declared. 
"Nature has been at work on 
it, and man can only mar it.” 

Despite such opinions, fierce¬ 
ly expressed by many others, 
and despite a lot of good 
intentions, man has succeeded 
in marring the Grand Canyon. 
America's National Pork Ser¬ 
vice—which has been respon¬ 
sible for the ecological welfare 
of the Grand Canyon for some 
60 years—has established a 
headquarters and . visitor 
centre, complete with a 
museum, some distance from 
its south rim at Grandeur 
Point. Closer to the rim. and 
a little way to the east of that 
point, are ‘‘services’* of another 
kind. Necessary services for tbe 
several million visitors who 
travel to the Grand Canjron 
each year. But services which 
could easily be located else¬ 
where. 

There are souvenir stores, a 
trailer park, hotels and 
restaurants, and chough 
approach by private car is 
rigidly controlled, with a free 
shuttle bus service to compen¬ 
sate, there is talk of moving 
all the “ facilities" some five 
miles back to a less obtrusive 
location.

It certainly doesn’t 
make a good hotel for tbe 
simple reason that it is always 
orercrowded. A three hour 
queue for dinner is not un¬ 
common—the rule rather than 
the exception, I was told—so 
h& restaurant should be avoided 
at all costs. But one has to eat 
somewhere and the lodges " 
—Bright Angel, Kachina and 
Thunder bird—were just as 
crowded when I visited them. 

The location, however, is 
breathtaking, with the West 
Rim drive swinging round past 
tbe lodges to Hopi Point. IF 
you make for arty of the look¬ 
out points you can gaze our 
at the opposite rim, 38 ruiles 
away, or peer down to where 
rbe Colorado river winds along 
its course, a mile below where 
you stand. 

I came to tiie Grand Canyon 
by way of Las Vegas from Los 
Angeles, and I suspect this is 
what very many more Britons 
will be doing in 1980. The pros¬ 
pects for tourism to California 
look remarkably good and Los 
Angeles, with Skytrain now well 
established, is one of the major 
gateways to the USA for such 
tourists. Once they have 
‘‘done’' Los Angeles—the cicy 
itself is of little merit but ir 
has same remarkable tourist 
attractions, such as Disneyland 
—I suspect many of those 
visitors will eagerly purchase 
an excursion (a M side trip" in 
.American terms'! to Las Vegas 
and the Canyon. Or they may 
elect to have a self-drive holi¬ 
day, picking up a car or camper 
and enjoying freedom of #no%’e- 
ment If this is so, the Canyon 
can be fitted easily into a two 
week itinerary. 

A word for such self-drivers, 
by the way . . . America is 
absolutely crammed with low 
priced accommodation of re¬ 
markably high, standard and 
even ar rbe busiest time of rhe 
holiday season you should have 
no difficulty finding a place 
to stay, as long as you take 
the time and trouble to get a 
little way off the main tourist 
route towards the end of each 
day. You may, of course, book 


ahead if you stay ia the estab¬ 
lishments of one or other of 
the hotel and motel chains. If 
you elect to take your o«’n 
accommodation in the form of 
h camper or trailer you should 
find, as I did. that they are re¬ 
markably easy to handle and 
though you will get barely more 
than a dozen miles ro the 
gallon—English, not American 
—that galton will cost you far 
less. You will also find that a 
stand in a camping site comes 
complete with water and elec¬ 
tricity services, and sewage dis¬ 
posal pipes, all of which may 
be linked to your vehicle. 

Turning my'thoughts back to 
the Graud Canyon, J suppose 
the best way to get an idea 
of its size is ro fly over it. 
Arrive by air from Las Vegas 
and you will do exactly that, 
of course. Bui you may con¬ 
sider it worth the £22 or so 
that a 40 minute helicopter 
ride will cost you. “ An experi¬ 
ence of a lifetime ”, a friend 
declared at the end of his trip. 
If so, that’s little enough to 
pay. 

Another way of coming to 
terms with the Grand Canyon 
and escaping that clutter uf 
civilization on its South Rim, 
is ro take a mule ride down 
Bright Angel Trail. They go 
just about every day of the 
year, with several strings of 
mules carrying trepid tourists 
down from the corral near 
Erighr Angel Lodge. These ex¬ 
cursions are extremely popular 
and therefore are booked up 
well in advance, but that does 
not rule out the chance of 
going iE you merely turn up in 
hope. Quite a number of people 
opt out when they see for the 
first time what they have 
booked themselves in for. 

A day trip (8.15 am st3rt. 
back between 2.30 and 4 pmt 
takes you down Bright Atigel 
trail to Plateau Point. 1J00 
feer above the river, and cosrs 
a lirtle over £12. The overnight 
trip takes you righr down to 
tbe river itself, and across to 
Phantom Ranch, at a cost of 
around £40-£45. It looks ex¬ 
tremely dangerous, and I said 
as much to one of the “ cow¬ 
boys” gathering his group in 
tiie corraL " We’ve beeu run¬ 
ning these rides close on a 
hundred years, and we ain’t 


lost a visitor yet,” he replied 
laconically. “The mules ain’t 
been so lucky, though.” 

The Americans themselves 
have made the Grand Canyon 
their number one tourist 
attraction—natural attraction, 
that is. They are extremely 
conscious of man’s effect upon 
it and worry rhat they might, 
in the words of their own 
National Geographic maga¬ 
zine, be “loving it to death 4 ’. 
Haring said that, I would urge 
anyone with half-formed plans 
to visit the American West to 
include the Grand Canyon in 
those plans, to watch die amaz¬ 
ing play of light upon rbe rock- 
faces a* the sun moves through 
the sky above it, to try and 
imagine what the first dis¬ 
coverers and explorers must 
have felr when they came upon 
it, to come to rerms with its 
overwhelming splendour. 

AH you must bear hi mind, 
however, is rhat no matter 
what photographs you take, no 
matter what beautifully illu¬ 
strated guide books you buv, 
they will be inadequate when 
you return and try to tell your 
friends and neighbours what it 
was all like. 

Some time ago, the United: 
States Travel Service decided 
if would no longer deal direct 
with the public, but established 
2 .000 “USA Travel Planning 
Centres ” around the country— 
local travel agents to whom 
one was recommended to go. 
Considerable pressure was 
brought on the USTS to 
reconsider this decision, and to 
lift the threat of closure that 
subsequently hung over the 
London office. It seems that the 
London office has been 
reprieved, and that slight 
second thoughts are being had 
about not serving the public 
direct. 

The USTS has set up a 
public information service to 
enable it *‘to respond to the 
enormous public interest in 
travel to America more 
effectively ”.

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■During our absence, Westminster 
colleagues said some of the fun had 
gone out of political reporting now 
that rhe Conservatives were in with 
surb a majority. Something similar 
was conveyed on my arrival in 
Washington in 1970—and look what 
happened then. For all our sakes let’s 
hope that any analogy with Nixon 
ends right there. But there is no 
gainsaying that this bos been an 
extraordinary week to return to print. 

Our monetarist, anti-public expendi¬ 
ture government can get control of 
neither spending nor money supply 
and so turns the credit squeeze into 
something resembling a mangle. It 
delivers ultimatums to rbe EEC and 
in the same breath, it scores an < uplift¬ 
ing near-triumph in creating a 
Rhodesia settlement. Yet neither the 
shock nor the glory can be contem¬ 
plated for more than a moment when 
along sweeps Mrs Thatcher’s confir¬ 
mation of the very darkest rumour. 

It is simply that a traitor has been 
allowed by successive governments to 
remain at the hoart of the establish¬ 
ment. imperilling the reparation of 
our Queen, and yet tipped off by tire 
Government before tbe announcement 
so that he could decently retire from 
unseemly questioning. It defies belief, 
and is certainly better than Le Carr£, 


but we have it from Cabinet ministers 
nbat Professor Blunt's lawyers were 
advised in advance of Mrs Thatcher's 
statement. They wonder at die fuss. 

You will search in vain in Mrs 
Thatcher’s statement for the word 
traitor; treason is still a hanging 
offence and Mrs Thatcher is ad 
ardent advocate of the return of hang- 
iag- 

Ac tfte same time let it not be 
believed that this was some venture id 
open government. Professor Blunt had 
been flushed out by an author, for¬ 
merly a distinguished BBC. producer 
and a bo named in Private' Eye. Mrs 
Thatcher’s formal unmasking did not 
have to come out the same day as the 
Chancellor shocked the business world 
with his three per cent jump in MLR. 
It could have come the day before or 
the day after. But let us accept it *«s 
coincidence and not. in turn be over 
diverted. 

Suffice h to say that this kind ol 
affair has a habit of not going away; 
already more questions are raised 
than are answered. We might expect 
tbe Prime Minister after all this to be 
a little more prudent before setting 
the law onto journalists as her first 
reflex; the lack of information from 
which Prime Ministers dare to oper¬ 


ate must be one of the lessons, for 
that is still an active issue today. 

But to the main business: the 
economy. The realisation 1 that the 
situation is worse than many politi¬ 
cians expected has begun to sink 
home with a vengeance. One Cabinet 
minister confided before the week 
began that he doubted whether Mrs 
Thatcher, in the heady days of wield¬ 
ing supreme power, had herself yet 
fully grasped how bad things were, 
and how immeasurably great the 
effort to turn Britain round would be. 

But after this week's three per cent 
Increase in MLR. in an attempt.to put 
a clamp on the elusive money supply,. 
there is little doubting that the Prime 
Minister is prepared to administer 
whatever medicine she thinks is 
needed to halt rising economic 
temperatures—never mind the cure. 

If there is nothing else, monetarism 
has to be enough. Mr John Biffen, 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury, told 
us in a speech this week that Cabinet 
ministers outside the Treasuiy circle 
admit they have no effective counter¬ 
argument to the present policy, even 
though they share scepticism of the 
monetarist lengths being pursued. 

They believe tbe strategy is right. 
But they want to be in a position to 
advise on prudent course adjustments 


to meet shifting seas, without being 
pounced on and accused of a U-turn 
as if It were-something disreputable. 
They admit this is less easy since 
sir Geoffrey Howe proclaimed at their 
Blackpool conference ' that there 
would be no U-turns. Instead,, they 
are referring to what they Call 
“ damage limitation - - 1" 

To die extent that there is tangible 
disquiet among Conservative back : 
benches it is the extreme discomfort 
of. going home to face constituents 
angry over mortgages, or crashed ip 
their, hopes for ■tmall business 'expan¬ 
sion. At the same time they are . 
saddled with tbe Government’s claim ' 
that there has been - no cut in the 
level of public spending. Enough.'Con- - 
servatives now wane to know.. why 
rbere cannot be dven more cuts in ‘ 
spending. 

One answer may 'lie m what some 
MPs see as the ' most' fascinating 
policy struggle ' facing die 'Govern¬ 
ment this winter;- '.•'>•

must be cut still further, or whether 
it can be allowed to rise to cope 1 
With unavoidable social expenditure 
during a recession.

In 1977 Gary Gilmore, a 
habitual criminal and double 
murderer, was executed by 
firing squad at the State orison 
In Utah. Gilmore himself had 
insisted on the sentence being 
carried out. The Executioner’s 
Song (Hutchinson, £8-85), 
Norman Mailer’s latest book, is 
the story of this macabre cause 
ce'Iebre and its background._ 

Is it a novel ? Yes, says 
Mailer, although all of it is 
fact, and as he jokingly said, 
he didn’t want it in rhe non¬ 
fiction best selling list along 
with ** those sneaker books ”. 

It’s been, therefore, on tbe 
fiction list of the New York 
Times for three weeks. “ I wrote 
it to read like a novel. We have 
certain expectations when we 
read a novel, and they are 
different for non-fiction. If we 
read Heart of Darkness do we 
say to the author ‘ Please 
analyze Mr Kurtz—what an 
extraordinary character ’ ? ” 

The people in the book are 
small town Americans, whom 
he views with interest and a 
kind of affection. Certainly, he 
saj's, they have no standards of 
.life that the respectable would 
recognize, but they have their 
own code, and a groat deal of 
law Ufe is revealed, in the 
frankest possible way, by their 
own words. 

“ In Utah there are mountains 
to the east and desert to the 
west and the superhighway in 
between—the towns are 
attached to the highway and 
one town is exactly like 
another. I would probably 
understand life on the hoof far 
better in London than in Utah 
—Ufe is episodic there, you are 
never going to climb a mountain 
and descend into a valley ”. 

This aimless existence is true, 
he thinks of all tbe western 
states, and much of small town

America. It was a surprise to 
him. He’s been a New Yorker 
all his life. 

** I had come to a point where 
I wanted to take stock—if 1 
didn't have to earn a living I'd 
have stopped writing for two 
years. I’d been working on my 
Egyptian novel—I’ve been writ¬ 
ing for eight years about 
Rameses IX, of the twentieth 
Dynasty, 1130 BC. This is not 
really an historical novel, be¬ 
cause next to nothing is known 
about Ramses, so I can make 
up anything I want . . . unless 
there’s an Egyptologist to prove 
me wrong I 

“Then Gilrore came up, and 
I thought I can probably do a 
good, quick book, which is rhe 
t uorst thing to say ]'n the 
literary world, but some of my 
best books have been written 
like this—-An American Dream 
in eight instalments for Esquire 
and The Armies of the Night in 
nine weeks.” 

He got a Pulitzer Prize for 
that. “So the idea doesn’t in¬ 
spire me with horror, in fact it 
exhilarates me—and Gilmore 
embodies ail the themes I have 
been, writing about for 20 years 
—that the soul may expire be¬ 
fore the body, that there is a 
tire to die—and Gilmore was 
also the kind of psychopath 1 
have been interested in.” 


What happened to the quick 
short book? “I bad this in¬ 
defatigable researcher, Larry 
Schiller, who kept on doing 
more interviews, and I'm ter¬ 
ribly competitive. He has a 
totally different set of values; 
and ft got ro be almost three 
dimensional—while one of us 
would be photographing the 
underbelly the other would be 
taking pictures of the head.” 

Schiller is also a major 
character in the book, and 
Mailer worked with him closely 
over the months, and finally in¬ 
terviewed him. “ I said to him 
* Do you really want to have 
this story in the boob ?’ and he 
said ‘There it is—do what you 
want’. 

** r couldn’t understand a man 
who knew he would be in the 
book being able to talk about 
hi-self with such clarity—it 
added a dimension to him. I 
think he’d love to be a great 
man—a great movie producer— 
he’s not ail that interested in 
the quick buck and money as 
such. 

“He also spends in a lavish 
way. He used to drive me nuts. 
He’d take a hotel suite and I*d 
say, are you out of your mind 
we’re paying for this ourselves, 
have you any idea what we’re 
paring a da» for this suite and 
he’d say we might have some¬ 
one come visit us. No one did.

I was getting fonder and fonder 
of him, and I didn’t necessarily 
want to be;” In the end.

The bold and ingenious pion¬ 
eering work of Oxfam in bring¬ 
ing the first western aid to the 
starving millions of Kampuchea 
against appalling odds has ir¬ 
reversibly transformed the 
character of Britain’s largest 
direct-action charity- 
Because it was the first. Ox- 
fam has received enormous 
publicity and now finds itself 
acting as coordinator of the 
combined efforts of more than 
20 western non-governmental 
relief agencies in the unprece-

dented Kampuchea relief pro¬ 
gramme. 

After a slow start, British 
public response to the 
genocidal scale of that in 
Kampuchea may fail to inspire 
Kampuchea appeal has 
reached overwhelming propor¬ 
tions, spurred by A TVs horri¬ 
fying documentary and rbe 
runaway success of the cam¬ 
paign launched bv BBC Tele¬ 
vision’s Blue Peter children's 
programme. Now Oxfam may 
channel Efim in British and 
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foreign voluntary aid by Christ¬ 
mas to Kampuchea alone, irres¬ 
pective of rhe £10m. it would 
have expected to raise this year 
anyway for all its other pro¬ 
jects. 

Oxfam’s crucial role in the 
period during which the hands 
of the grear international agen¬ 
cies like Unicef and the Red 
Cross were tied by political red 
tape is well enough known. 
Less well known is how the 
chariry tackled ks self-imposed 
task. Oxfam’s deputy director, 
Mr Guy Stringer, told The 
Times during a brief interval in 
Oxford between frantic forays 
in the Far East bow he and his 
colleagues achieved their 
breakthrough by inspired im- 
provization. 

The opening move was to 
help organize the first western 
relief effort: a fight to Phnom 
Penh, the devastated Kampu¬ 
chean capital, by a .chartered 
aircraft carrying medical sup¬ 
plies. Oxfam’s technical officer. 
Mr James Howard, went with 
it and staved for 10 days to 
assess needs. 

Meanwhile Mr Stringer was 
in Singapore hiring a barge the 
size of a football pitch, a tug 
to tow it and buying 1,500 tons 


of basic foods ro put aboard. 
Even a catastrophe on the 
higher feelings: most of tbe 
first consignment of rice put 
aboard the barge was discov¬ 
ered, in the nick of time, to be 
thoroughly rotten and had to 
be replaced. - 

Mr Stringer, an extraordin¬ 
arily energetic and resourceful 
former marketing -director of 
59, arrived in Singapore on 
September 23 with a briefcase 
containing £50,000. 

After celebrating his birthday 
on board the rug, Mr Stringer 
brought the first barge into 
Kompong Sam harbour on 
October 13, with £200,000-worth, 
of supplies aboard. 

“ We found hardly any trace 
of governmental organization in 
Kampuchea,” said Mr Stringer. 
“ The minister of economics was 
waiting for us on the quayside 
and l presented him with a 
typewriter and a box of carbon 
paper.” As he walked through 
the unparalleled devastation he 
found the deserted streets al¬ 
most awash with discarded 
banknotes. “Rice is the- only 
currency now,” he said. - -

on its ■arrival, the'initial-wari¬ 
ness and distance of the auth¬ 
orities in Kompong Som soon 
made way for a distinct warmth 
towards the Oxfam team, who 
were the first -Western visitors 
to enter the area in five years. 

Oxfam's normal' role is to 
provide funds and expertise for 
small-scale agricultural, . sani¬ 
tary and other projects in third- 
world villages. It usually also 
makes an emergency cash dona-' 
lion whenever natural"disaster 
strikes. Now it has been cata¬ 
pulted into direct aud prolonged 
action on a massive scale to 
help alleviate one of the great 
human catastrophes of history. 

At the Oxford headquarters, 
volunteer bank clerks process 
the flood of cheques. Officials 
admit to concern that the sheer 
scale of the Kampuchean dis¬ 
aster has pushed some very’ 
serious needs in other parts of 
the world into the background 
—Nicaragua. Dominica, East 
Timor and rhe rest.

Taking a 
new look 
at Wembley 

The Benson and Hedges tennis 
tournament at Wembley has 
had all the trappings of a show¬ 
biz success except for a slightly 
embarrassing dearth of ‘'top- 
tenners " on court. Bur there 
may be radical changes when 
existing agreements expire 
after nexr years promotion. The 
sponsors are not convinced that 
their connexion with tbe Grand 
Prix circuit and the Association 
of Tennis Professionals is worth 
the price. 

Grand Prix tournaments are 
granted some protection — not 
enough — from compering 
events that might lure the cele¬ 
brities away. In return 121 per 
ceot of the prize fund -must be 
invested in a bonus pool distri¬ 
buted at the end of the year to 
the most, successful players. 

Wembley is also an ATP 

special event” which means 
thar Benson and Hedges pay 
ATP for their support. For 
three years the fee was about 
£12.000 a year. This year and 
next, ATP are taking a cut of 
the gate instead. 

Ta spite of. the expensive in¬ 
surance thus taken out with the 
Grand Prix and the ATP, the 
promoters had to look on with 
helpless dismay while no fewer 
than tea of the 25 “ direct 


acceptances ” withdrew from the 
Wembley starting line. 

Though the sponsors will not 
openly admit it. they are con¬ 
sidering the advantages of drop¬ 
ping the Grand Prix and ATP 
and, instead, negotiating with 
perhaps eight leading players 
to compete in an exclusive, star- 
studded event- 

Leonard Owen of Benson and 
Hedges, the tournament direc¬ 
tor, would go no farther than 
to say there would have 
to be changes. “ This year 
I’m disappointed from two 
aspects—rhe entry. from the 
top of the market and 
the number of people 
dropping out. This is one of the 
best events on our sports pro¬ 
gramme bur we worry about 
keeping up the reputation 
we’ve had in the past three 
years." 

Oscar Wilde was joking when 
he wrote chat nothing succeeds 
like excess. The plethora <?f 
Grand Prix tournaments has to 
some extent damaged their 
quality. Wembley must have 
suffered because’ rising prices 
had made London less attrac¬ 
tive to players and their wives 
than it used to be; and, as Stan 
Smith was saying this week, 

" Wembley used to be a. big. 
stop. Now it’s easier to pass, 
There are ton manv alterna¬ 
tives. It comes at the end of 
four or five weeks in Europe 
and some of the players are . 
tired ”. 

Tom Gorman said that-when 


he joined the circuit in 1969 

there were _only about seven 
or eight major championships 
—coupled with‘the Davis Cup 
“that you geared your -season 
for. Nowadays the top guys still 
prepare for the major cham¬ 
pionships. They don’t play. as. 
much as the rest cf us, who 
would find it difficult to get 
by oo 16 tournaments a year. 
But I am going to recommend 
a special ATP classification of 
three MEs a year—withdrawal 
because of mental exhaustion, 
medical note not required.” 

. Like many of Gorman's 
jokes this had a germ of‘sin¬ 
cerity in it. 

The British 
challenge . .. 

In the absence of Christopher 
Moicrara and Susan Barker 
who did nor enter, the British 
challenge at Wembley this week 
and Brighton next week is 
hardly impressive. Britain’s 
resources are looking thread¬ 
bare.

It was therefore encouraging 
to hear that Roger Taylor, who

That, in my view, 
was- calculated to fuel inflation 
rather than to contain it. So it bus 
proved. And so it will prove again. 

Not many years ago it was possible 
to talk of a crisis rate of 6 to 8 oer 
cent as moderating a boom. That 
argument cannot conceivably apply 
to a rate of 17 per cent, particularly 
In present circumstances. High 
interest rates are a disincentive to 
. to new investment and, in so far as 
.they strengthen sterling in the very 
short term, it is only by attracting 
“ hot ” money thar we do nor want, 
and to the detriment of the com¬ 
petitiveness, M our exports. In the 
meantime, such interest rates need¬ 
lessly put up the cost of servicing 
public debt. 

Part of the problem is created by 
the reliance placed upon various 
money supply statistics, notably Ml 
and the favourite sterling M3, which 
serve ro fortify my own instinct that 
if we had no more statistics than 
Gladstone possessed ure would be 
better informed. 

The unreality of these statistics 
has attracted a good deal of atten¬ 
tion over the years. The most recent 
example was the Way in which rhe 
United States Federal Reserve over¬ 
stated Ml (the narrowly defined 
money supply that comprises bank 
demand deposit and currency in cir¬ 
culation) in the weeks ended 
October 3 and 10. bv 53,700m and by 
S800m for the week ending October 
17. 

Sound economic policy involves a 
combination of budgetary, fiscal and 
monetary noHries, Unfortunately, at 
present the so-called monetarists 
display an excessively mechanistic 
"attitude which defies reason. 

^Certainly, nothing could be more 
deeply irrational than an inter¬ 
national competition in pushing up 
interest rates. The International 
Monetary* Fund would be well 
advised lo deploy such influence as 
lr stilt possesses to promote co¬ 
ordinated international action to 
lower interest rates before we go 
still farther and faster towards 
turning recession into the worst 
depression of the century.

Freedom of information 

From the Deputy General Secretary 
of the National Union of Journalists 
Sir, Your leader on information 
(November . 1*> may well be pub¬ 
lished again later mis year, but it 
js unlikely that at least one of your 
stories carried m The Times today 
will be published if the Govern¬ 
ment’s new Information Bill is 
passed by Parliament. 

Your report on rhe Metropolitan 
Police centre especially built to deal 
with mass arrests could well be one 
of the many victims of this new Bill. 
Even if the Information was not 
classified at the time your reporter 
obtained it, the new Bill provides 
for a Government Minister to issue 
a certificate saying that post hoc 
the information should have been 
classified as it was potentially 
dangerous if disclosed. 

I do not know what rhe attitude 
of our lawyers is to such proposed 
legislation, bur it would seem con¬ 
trary m many of our legal practices 
for a Government Minister to be 
able to decide that someone is guilty 
after they have been charged rather 
than before. A Bill that says that a 
minister can issue a certificate 
which will be conclusive evidence 
of that fact for a court gives in¬ 
credible power to a government—-> 
virtual power in fact to say black 
is white, or wbire is black; setting 
aside the fart that Britain is going 
backwards in relation to access to 
information at the time when most 
western countries are moving to. 
wards greater access to information, 
surely this Bill is one that must be 
opposed by lawyers—If not by any¬ 
one else. 

Your leader on this issue was 
welcome and I trust that The Times 
will continue to thunder until the 
Government derides either to with¬ 
draw this misconceived Bill or re¬ 
draft it.

From Lord Rochester 
Sir, Many moderates will agree 
with you November 13 that “low 
productivity is the central issue of 
our political life, as it underlies all 
the others But you should not 
have added that “ the central, 
moderate labour. Liberals, 
and moderate Conservatives, hope 
to contain the problem, because 
they believe it is not possible to 
confront it ”. 

On the contrary, in my view the 
problem of low productivity needs 
to be faced more urgently than any 
other. Bot because it is so deep 
seated and intractable, and tne 
measures needed to solve it will 
prove so painful and controversial,. 
it can be tackled successfully only 
when elemenis in all political par¬ 
ties are prepared to confront it 
together. . 

This process will be hindered ii 
the Government take your advice 
and introduce legislation affecting 
trade unions which is more repres¬ 
sive rhan that now contemplated. 
You are nearer the mark when you 
say thar you “ want the public, and 
particularly the broad moderate 
maiority, to understand the issue”. 

Such ’ an objective can best be 
achieved through activities which 
are sponsored jointly by employers 
and trade unions. They should be 
aimed at meeting the needs for 
society at large to gain and parti¬ 
cularly for management and cm- 
plovee representatives to share an 
understanding of the_ basic facts 
concerning how a business is run, 
the effects of alternative uses to 
which money can be put, and the 
relationship between productivity, 
investment, prices and pay.

The accommodation is dreadful, 
mostly decrepit, dangerous and Did. 
More often than not it falls far 
short of existing requirements a$ 
to levels of services. As an example, 
the Department of the Environ¬ 
ment’s recommended ratio oE baths 
to beds it 1 :12. In two lodging 
houses in London, and there are. 
more examples, the actual ratio is 
1: 500 and 0 : 500. Over S3 per 


is tbe far better office-style working 
conditions, and we have a much 
closer liaison between editorial and 
production teams. No doubt the com¬ 
positors on the third floor at The 
Times will find the same. 

Of course, there is a fear that the 
old craft skills trill be swept aside. 
So were the skills of the scribes 
when Gurtenberg invented moveable 
tvpe. It is a very real fear. But the 
skills required for new technologv 
could be equally rewarding in terms 
of job satisfaction. 

Automation might not only 
liberate us from soul destroying 
means of production. It will almost 
certainly require an increase in ser¬ 
vice jobs that cannot be automated. 
But it might also liberate us tu 
concentrate on other craft skills that 
do not require new technology : we 
only need to look at the nation's 
increasing interest in arts and crafts. 
After all, we cannot spend the whole 
of our new-found leisure m one long 
game of bridge or bingo. 

We may not know the full social 
impact of pew technology on em¬ 
ployment, but if we are prepared to 
overcome the innate conservatism in 
our human natures that resists 
change, we might find that new tech¬ 
nology will not lead co tbe unem¬ 
ployment we fear. 

It might, in fact, help u< to keep 
the costs of our products down to a 
price that the Third World can 
afford to pay. And that opens up a 
whole new ball game.

In a recent issue of 
Science, Dr S. L. Olsen of fee 
Smithsonian Institution in Wash-, 
log ton DC and Dr Y. Basegawa of 
fee National Science Museum in 
Tokyo report feat while fee now 
extinct giant penguins were swim¬ 
ming in fee oceans of fee southern 
hemisphere, even larger birds, re¬ 
lated to the pelicans, were living 
a similar life in fee northern 
hemisphere. 

Until the new discovery, know¬ 
ledge of fee existence of fee pen¬ 
guins’ counterparts bad been based 
on a single fragment of foreiunb 
found over ten years ago In 


California by Dr H. Howard of 
the Natural History Museum of 
Los Angeles County- The new 
finds, from rocks dating from the 
late Oligocese and early Miocene 
periods of Japan and the north¬ 
eastern United States, provide a 
much fuller picture of the family 
of fl i gh tless birds which Dr 
Howard called the Plotopteridae. 

Tbe bones now available show 
that fee family consisted of at least 
three different g e ner a,'resembling 
penguins most strikingly in their 
wings, . which were modified as 
dense and .rigid paddles for swim-. 
ming and feus unsuitable For fly¬ 
ing. The rest of fee skeleton 
bears greater resemblance to feat 
of the pelican and its relatives, 
particularly Anhinga, a freshwater 
diving bird winch; in common-wife 
most extant birds, is propelled In 
fee water by its feet and not by 
Its wings.

North aim to avoid 
errors by Midlands

' Just over a year ago in heavy 
and difficult conditions at Birken¬ 
head Park the Ail Blacks were 
pleaded to heat the North of 
England by 9—6. Now. a week 
before the international at 
Twickenham, it is no surprise to 
find them turning out almost 
tlieir strongest available combin¬ 
ation in the corresponding game 
at Otley—against a side that 
believes itself capable of going one 
belter on this occasion. 

The onlv absentee from thr side 
which bear fcotland last weekend 
is Lbc scrum half. David Loveridge. 
He has had to withdraw because 
be is still suffering from the 
achlllcs tendon injury received 
against Scotland and he Is replaced 
by Mark Donaldson. On a happier 
note for the All Blacks, their lock, 
Andy Haden, has been declared fit, 
hating injured his shoulder on 
Wednesday against the Angjo- 
Scots in Dundee. 

The Midlands also believed 
themselves to have a good chance 
against Graham MouriCs side, hut 
they were taken apart In the 
second half a fortnight ago. So it 
becomes even more desirable in 
England’s buildup to the inter¬ 
national that the North go well 
today. They will be sustained as 
usual by a fierce regional pride 
as well as the knowledge that the 
national XV will be chosen after 
the match. 

The North, moreover, will be 
aiming to eliminate the mistakes 
perpetrated by foe Midlands which 
offered the All Blacks too many 
chances to counter attack at 
Leicester. Fran Corton is back in 
business at tight head prop ; Alan 
Old has been restored at standoff 
half and there is a seasoned com¬ 
bination at loose forward—Roger 
Lttley, Peter Dixon and Tony 
Neary—which prospered in the 
match last year. 

No doubt this northern side is 
getting a bit long in the tooth in 
several important areas. That 
nukes it all foe more realistic to 
concentrate on the set pieces to 
keep the opposing flankers pinned 
clusc and tn use Old's accurate 
boot to exploit the open spaces 
and to kick for good attacking 
positions. 

If the selectors had to nominate 
their England side this morning, 
it might be found that the areas 
posing most problems would be 
filled by the Midlands pair, Ian 
Peek and Les Cusworth, at half¬ 
back ; Tony Bond as one centre 


with Clive Woodward or Niels 
Preston alongside him; Roger 
Uitiey as bhndslde Hanker and 
Tony Neary or Mike Rafter nn 
the other side. However, the 
northern scrum-half, Steve Smith, 
lias an obvious opportunity -to 
play himself back into an England 
jersey and, if things nourish for 
the partnership, the possibility of 
a recall for Alan Old cannot be 
entirely discarded even though he 
is not a member of the national 
parry. 

Peck's assets arc the speed anti 
accuracy of his service spun off 
either hand, a secure tactical 
acumen and ruggedness. But bis 
lack of incisive speed on the break 
must be a comfort to opposing 
loose forwards. Custvorth's game 
has become more disciplined siccc 
his arrival at Leicester, although 
there must remain a question 
mark about his defence. 

There is good reason to believe 
that the national scleciors wanted 
tn sec the young Yorkshire scrum 
half, Nigel Melville, thrown in at 
the deep end this afternoon.

Olympic Games 

Officials angry 
over breach 
of agreement 

By Richard Streetoti 

Mention of British rugby's links 
v.ith South Africa was conspicuous 
hy its absence yesterday before 
the Central Council of Physical 
Re-creation's annua' meeting in 
Bournemouth ended at lunchtime. 
A private meeting of Olympic 
sports officials, however, took 
place before the official confer¬ 
ence began its agenda. They dis¬ 
cussed the possible consequences 
pf die CCPR’s refusal on Thurs¬ 
day to debate the issue and they 
passed a resolution deploring any 
rnur by a member association in 
breach of international agree¬ 
ments. 

About 30 officials arc under¬ 
stood to have attended this pri- 
fi-ate meeting -and they spent foe 
rest of foe day seeking signatures 
to their resolution. About half of 
the 21 Olympic sports signed Jm- 
niedtaieiv. Others, including athle¬ 
tics. indicated their support but 
said there would have to be con¬ 
sultations with their executive 
before thet- could commit them¬ 
selves. Delegates from sc-.eral 
other sports were aisu reluctant to 
sign n-flh out guidance from foiur 
governing committees. Swimming’s 
representatives are understood tu 
bate declined to become involved 
at all with the resolution. It will 
now be passed to rugby’s Four 
Home Unions Committee before 
they rake a decision about the 
Lions’ tour later this month. 

Vladimir Prokopov. chairman^ of 
the Moscow Olympic organtang 
committee’s international depart¬ 
ment, was told of the resolution 
bv telephone ar Heathrow before 
leaving for home. Mr Prokopov 
addressed the conference on Thurs¬ 
day. He was understood to have 
wanted some tangible evidence of 
British sport's feelings about 
South Africa to present to foe 
Russian authorities. The outside 
world cannot be expected to appre¬ 
ciate the technicalities of the 
CCPR's constitution which forbids 
It to vote on resolutions or to 
understand that delegates were 
reluctant to become involved in 
a subject not on their prepared 
agendas. 

The resolution from the Olympic 
officials read.: " This meeting ot a 
large number or governing bodies 
of sport deplores any four by a 
national association which is in 
breach of the Gleneagles and 
Athens agreemenr and is of foe 
opinion that tile organization, ami 
participation in, a rugby' Lions 
lour 10 South Africa In 1DS0 would 
have serious consequences fur 
the future of British sport as a 
whole- in foe Commonwealth An d 
International spheres. In vtofiv.of 

the position of Her Majcstv’s 
Government in relation ro Use 
Gleneagles agreement uf 19#/ this 
meeting requests the hume rugby 
unions, in making their decisions. 
to please have regard to foe in¬ 
terests of British sport as! a 
whole.” 

Tax burden : The British Glvni-

The scheme organized by the 
taxpayer involved Horae, porritas- 
ins annuities- from those w ishing 
to participate. In 1971 he person¬ 
ally took advantage of the scheme 
on a modest scale. By an anntdty 
agreement wfih Horas be agreed, 
in consideration of tiie payment 
of £2,480 by Boras , to Mi, to 
par som a yearly sum for five 
years which, after deduction of 
the then standard tax, would each 
equal £500. Steps were taken to 
provide Hovas with funds to make 
the capital payment and give it 
security against possible failure by 
the taxpayer to pay the instal¬ 
ments or his possible death before 
all five payments had been made. 

The taxpayer paid tiie annua l 
to Hovas by means of a 
omniKny order on an account with 
Slater Walker on overdraft which 
was liquidated a few days later 
by means of a promissory note. 
Each year the taxpayer signed and 
ynt to Hovas the usual certfleate 
as to deduction of tax, and Hovas, 
as a registered charily, WP 11 ^ 
for repayment of the tax (thong 
that part of the plan miscarried

On section 457, his Lordship 
thought that if Parliament had 
intended that the definition in 
section 454(3) should only apply 
to' a settlement, a disposition, 
trust, covenant, agreement or 
arrangement in which there was 
an element of bounty, that could 
easily have been stated. Similarly 
if Parliament, intended that bona 
fide commercial transactions 
should be excluded that also could 
easily have been stated.

This represents a 
high drop.- for variations by 
usual standards, only exceeded 
in recent years by the perform¬ 
ance during the three-day week 
20 2974. But the latest figure is 
distorted by the impact of the 
engineering strike, which hk 
manufacturing output very 
badly during August and Sep¬ 
tember. The underlying fall 
was thus almost certainly less. 


The latest figures do re¬ 
inforce indications that a major 
recession next year is firmly 
Ml die way. The Government's 
latest action in tightening 
credit will make this more 
certain. Although die latest 
financial crisis which led to the 
Government’s action W95 not 
of its choosing, there is a clear 
feeling that it intends to make 
the best of a bad job by using 
the increase in interest rates 
to stress its determination to 
hold' the money supply down. 

The hope is that tbe latest 
spate of bad sews has come 
early enough in the pay round 
to prevent the norm of between 
16 and 20 per cent which seems 
to be establishing itself from 
becoming set too firmly. 

It is unlikely that the Gov¬ 
ernment will feel able to relax 
its current interest rate stance 
until there are clear signs chat 

E ubHc borrowing this year will 
e within the target figure of 
£8,300m and the money supply 
itself is under control. 

Sir Geoffrey stressed the role 
which banks could play in 
achieving the latter goal, and 
it seems likely that in doing so 
he was not merely being polite 
to his hosts. 

Clearly there is irritation in 
Government circles about the 
way in which bank lending has 
grown in spite of calls to hold 
it down, and there are sug¬ 
gestions that the banking sys¬ 
tem is badly attuned to the 
needs of running a right 
monetary policy. It is felt chat 
more should be done by the 
banks to ensure that the tight 
policy on lending is com- 
mumcated to their branch 
managers aid to others who 
take credit decisions.

Bank base 
rates 
move up 
to 17 pc

The severity of rhe Govern¬ 
ment's squeeze on the personal 
borrower began to show yester¬ 
day with all the big banks rais¬ 
ing their base lending rates to 
17 per cent, and the building 
societies revealing that they in¬ 
tended to move rapidJv to raise 1 
mortgage rates, possibly as high , 
as 15 per cent. 

A decision on mortgage rates 
will be announced next Thurs¬ 
day after an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the Council of rhe Build¬ 
ing Societies Association. Mr 
Leonard Williams, chairman of 
the BSA, said yesterday that 
be had called the meeting after 
consulting with colleagues. 

Zr had seemed clear ro them 
from the Government’s decision 
to improve the attractiveness of 
National Savings eariy next 
year that high interest rates 
could be with us for some time. 

As a result, many societies 
felt that there was no point in 
waiting to raise their rates un¬ 
til tbe flow of money into the 
societies reduced to a trickle.^ 

Indeed, it may well be that 
tbe societies will decide to raise 
the investment rate from Dec¬ 
ember 1. In that case, additional 
increases in the mortgage rate, 
already due to rise from 11J 
to 12{ per cent, would take 
effect from January 1, or as 
soon as contractually and ad¬ 
ministratively possible. 

How high the societies will 
raise their rates remains 10 be 
seen, but the effect of the 
Government’s decision to raise 
the Bank of England’s minimum 
lending rate to 17 per cent 
appears to be that die bench¬ 
mark for retail deposits will 
settle at around 15 per cent. 

The clearing banks yesterday 
raised their deposit rates to 15 
per cent and the rate of interest 
being offered on National Sav¬ 
ings investment accounts rises 
to the same level in the New 
Year. 

The government will also be 
introducing a new National Sav¬ 
ings certificate in February, 
offering a net rate of return of 
10.33 per cent over a five year 
period, equivalent to 14-} per 
cent gross to a basic rate tax¬ 
payer.

The United Nations maritime 
agency yesterday announced an 
unprecedented campaign to com¬ 
bat the growth of marine fraud 
which, it said, “gravely en¬ 
dangers the integrity of inter¬ 
national sea-borne trade ”. 

The subject proved rhe single 
most important topic to emerge 
from the Inter-Governmental 
Maritime Consultative Organiza¬ 
tion's (JUCO; two - week 
assembly which ended m London 
yesterday. 

A strongly-worded resolution 
passed overwhelmingly by dele¬ 
gates from 97 member countries 
now provides the basis for the 
first international consensus on 
tackling an area of crime which 
is thought to have cost the 
world insurance market around 
£l00m last year. 

The resolution recommends 
International co-operarion on 
measures to prevent and sup¬ 
press barratry, a legal term 
covering a number of types of 
frauds, and the unlawful seiz¬ 
ure of ships and their cargoes. 

But after the assembly had 
ended, the IMCO Secretary- 
General, Mr C. P. Srivastava, 


made it clear that the resolu¬ 
tion was mainly aimed at frauds 
involving illicit port calls, as 
typified by the case of the 
Betty, reported in The Times 
earlier this week, in which a 
Jeddah-bound cargo worth US 
53m (£l-5mt was discovered in 
the hands of right-wing Christ¬ 
ian PhaJangists in Lebanon. 

The subject of action on mar¬ 
ine crime was raised at the 
assembly by tbe Lebanese 
Ambassador,' Dr Khalil Mak- 
kawi, after Lebanon had been 
named as a regular parr of call 
for vessels wishing to make an 
unauthorized stop. The Betty 
affair resulted in Saudi Arabia 
banning from her ports all ships 
io the same line and vessels 
which first visit Lebanon. 

Dr Makkawi prefaced his 
remarks with the comment: 
'* Acts of criminal barratry and 
unlawful seizure of ships'have 
occurred recently as a result 
of the concerted actions of 
groups ■ of shipowners, 
charterers, masters, agents, and 
merchants from various coun¬ 
tries who agree together to 
divert a ship and its cargo in 


order to hand river the latter to 
persons other than the lawful 
consignees.” 

Member governments will be 
asked in report tbeir success 
in tackling sea fraud ro IMCO. 
In addition, I.MCO’s council i* 
to give “ the highest priority' ” 
to formulating a study of rhe 
problem to be presented to the 

next assetnbK-. 

The move was immediately 
welcomed by the Chief Con¬ 
stable of the Port of London 
Authority, Mr Eric Eilen, who 
has been campaigning for an 
international consensus on 
marine fraud for some time. 
“ This fulfils everything we 
have been asking for”, Mr 
Ellen said. 

** There is no shortage nf 
existing law to deal with this 
particular problem—it is action 
from governments which is 
needed. If rhey take action to 
prevent a vessel from unlaw¬ 
fully terminating its voyage, 
they* are going to prevent a 
great number of these frauds. 
I am absolutely delighted that 
this has been recognized as a 
major problem.” 


Amendment to Companies Act proposes 
more recognition for employees’ rights

The interests of company 
employees could soon rank with 
those of shareholders if a new 
clause in the Companies Bill 
becomes law. 

Tbe Government, which 
tabled the clause, attaches 
great importance to the 
requirement that all directors 
should pay attention to the 
interests of rheir employees in 
general, as well as those of 
shareholders, and sees it as a 
overdue amendment to 
company law. The obligation 
will be enforceable by the 
company. 

The CBI last night reserved 
judgment on the clause until it 
had time to discuss it at 
committee level. However, Mr 
Brian Rigby, deputy director- 
general. recently welcomed the 
Government's recognition of 
employees’ rights. 

“ The CBI agrees that 
directors have always clearly 
had a duty to see that their 
employees’ interests are pro¬ 
tected” he said. But he added 
this would have to be balanced 


against the need to ensure that 
management decisions were 
not unnecessarily delayed. 

Other clauses* which were 
tabled late on Thursday night, 
are designed to close loopholes 
in the 1948 Companies Art and 
relate to loans and credit 
extended to directors. These 
new provisions are directed 
particularly at preventing ser¬ 
ious abuses, particularly by dir¬ 
ectors of secondary banks,” and 
the Peachey Property Corpora¬ 
tion case is singled out as high¬ 
lighting the ineffectiveness of 
the 1948 Act. 

Under the new clauses, it will 
be a criminal offence for pub¬ 
lic companies, or any member 
of their boards, to authorize 
loans to directors. Quoted com¬ 
panies will also be craninally 
liable if they allow “quasi¬ 
loans ’’ in the form o£ credit 
card facilities to directors or 
any member of their immediate 
families. 

Moneylending companies will 
be able to lend cash to their 
directors up to a I imit of 
£50,000, provided that it is done 
at commercial rates. Loans 


made under a company house- 

F urchase scheme are exempt 
rom this clause, though the 
£50,000 limit again applies. 

Recog aired banks, however, 
do not come under the umbrella 
of moneylending companies. 
They will be able to lend, on 
normal commercial terms, with¬ 
out limit but will have to keep 
a register of this business and 
make it available to share¬ 
holders at the annual meeting. 
Orher companies will have to 
disclose details in their report 
and accounts. 

Another clause, designed to 
prevent directors doctoring 
long-service agreements so that 
they have to be paid large sums 
of compensation should they be 
dismissed, necessitates share¬ 
holder approval for terms 
longer than five years, and the 
transfer of property worth more 
than £50,000 between directors 
and their company is outlawed 
unless sanctioned by a general 
meeting. 

These clauses will be dis¬ 
cussed in the committee stage 
of the Companies Bill, which is 
now in progress.

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Now is the time to

Face to face with a folly armed 
and vicious credit squeeze it 
is a foolish man or woman who 
docs not run for cover. 

Before looking at the invest¬ 
ment opportunities look at your 
ltebiliries-4>aflk overdrafts, 
loans, credit card debts and 
mortgage: in short, all forms 
of borrowing. For now k the 
time to come to the aid of the 
Chancellor of Exchequer in his 
attempt to get money supply 
under control, if not for patri¬ 
otic reasons for your own 
pocket's sake. 

With, minimum lending rate 
at a punitive 17 per cent and 
bank base rates following suit, 
overdraft interest is now over 
2Q per cent. You may think 
that you can shelter behind 
your credit card’s interest rate 
of 26.8 per cent, bur that, too, 
is likely to be short-lived. 
Higher interest rates ore ex¬ 
pected on Monday. 
a Despite the new and attrac¬ 
tive. fares of interest which are 
now being paid to savers, it is 
not the time to hold cash or 
short-term savings at the 
expense of repaying your debts. 
For even the best returns of 
15-16 per cent fade into insigni¬ 
ficance beside the cost of 
borrowed money. 

You might argue that the 
money is being held on deposit 
in anticipation of a market up¬ 
turn later. There are people 
now saying that they can bear 
the bell which rings at the 
bottom of the market: unfor¬ 
tunately, no ooe knows when 
the actual recovery will come. 
It could be soon or, as we 
believe, not until well into next 
year. 

So remember that if you do 
borrow money to invest—which 
is in effect what you are doing 
if you prefer not to repay debt 
—with dealing expenses and 
stamp duty any investment you 
make will have to rise by about 
27 per cent a year to put you 
at break-even point with your 
debt. 

It is a demanding require¬ 
ment to make of any share, 
particularly if the equity 
market remains in the cold for 
any length of time. Getting in 
and out afeer a quick, short 
rise would be a different 
matter, of course, and there 


wall be some exceptions to the 
equity doldrums. 

The high yields now.available 
on some first class industrial 
companies, which should be 
able to preserve their dividends 
in a recession, will underpin to 
the equity market to some 
extent, but attention will be 
mainly focused on gilts and the 
wide range of fixed interest 
investments with tbeir compet¬ 
ing returns. 

As the accompanying table 
shows, the choice for 1 savers in 
search of high income has 
never been greater. There Is 
a spread which embraces both 
long and short-term investment, 
and fixed interest investment 
with variable as well as fixed 
capital. 

But, with inflation edging 
upwards to the 20 per cent 
mark again, investors should 
remember that real returns on 
cheir money might not be so 
easy to achieve this coming 
year. Certainly, there is little 
in the table apart from the 
Retirement issue of National 
Savings Certificates linked to 
the Retail Price Index which is 
guaranteed to show a positive 
return. 

This brings us back to gilts. 

Has the market begun to 
recover a little of its equi¬ 
librium after the long slithery 
two months of declining gilt 
prices? The corrective measures 
announced on Thursday by the 
Chancellor may have been 
greeted with outrage outside 
the markets and some scepti¬ 
cism inside, but as a short¬ 
term palliative at least, they 
appear to be doing the trick 
and before the new tap was 
announced demand was strong 
for the new long-dated, stock 
yielding 15J per cent. 

There is time enough in this 
market for both the small in¬ 
vestor, who, when be rerurns, 
should consider the much 
cheaper method of purchasing 
government stocks on the Nat¬ 
ional Savings Stock Register 
over the post office counter, 
and the institutions. 

Private investors often have 
perceptions and needs which 
are different from chose of 
tbeir institutional counterparts. 
They are either more cautious 
or, conversely, more willing 


and able to take risks than the 
long-term managers of insur¬ 
ance and pension funds- 

Tax and each individual’s 
own tax bracket play an im¬ 
portant part in bis investment 
decisions, which cannot be iso¬ 
lated from his overall personal 
investment and financial re¬ 
quirements. 

On these pages we are trying 
to cater for the complete 
financial man or woman, and 
provide him with an operating 
philosophy. The balance, for 
instance, has to be struck be¬ 
tween securing financial pro¬ 
tection for oneself and family 
and an investment programme 
aimed at securing financial 
independence. 

First and foremost must 
come the protection afforded 
by life assurance, although the 
amount and extent of that pro¬ 
tection will vary according to 
individual circumstances. So 
this will be a continuing fea¬ 
ture oE our family finance 
coverage. 

On the other hand, the parti¬

While fiscal neutrality — 
broadly interpreted as a plea 
that all savings institutions 
should enjoy the same tax pri¬ 
vileges—is the battle cry of the 
institutional have-nots, we will 
remain neutral in a different 
way. ■

Going for 
a spin 
with Dunlop 


Most new columns start with a 
greeting. This one is different. 
It starts with a warning that 
the title means what it says. 
The appeal is to those whose 
appetites are so jaded that 
only the thrill of losing and 
occasionally making money 
dangerously will enliven a dull 
day. 

The unthinking will object 
that this is an odd time to 
begin a series of irresponsible 
share tips. Can I not see that 
the hue of the stockmarket is 


sickbed o’er with the pale cast 
of recession ? ” 


Indeed I can; and that is 
why this is the ideal time to 
run a column that from time 

to time, certainly not from 
week to week, wifi concentrate 
on a twilit world of shares, 
convertibles and so on which 
lead lives all of their own. 

So I shall try and avoid 
shares that simply move with 
the market—all blue chips and 
most second line stocks—which 
seems wise because I expect 
them to go down in the com 
ing months rather than np. 

And so to the game. Why 
not a flutter on Dunlop, our 
most famous tyre maker, 
second after Michelin ' in 
Europe though smaller of 
course than the American 
giants, Goodyear, Firestone, 
Uniroyal and Goodrich. 

Tyres have slumped world¬ 
wide, Dunlop is barely profit¬ 
able. and it bas its debts. So 
the . 50p shares are a poorly 
44p and yield more than 17 
per cent,, indicating that the 
market thinks the dividend 
will be cut. The gamble is that 
it will not be, that investors 
will come to see this, 'and that 
in time the shares will even¬ 
tually double. 

Fainthearts say that Dunlop 
is another Leyt&nd ;* I disagree. 
Ac worst it is much better 
equipped than Leyland to sell 
profitable interests in -plan¬

Short-ferm bond bandwagon rolls 


Ac the beginning of last month 
Skaodia Life started the ball 
ra iling in short-term guaranteed 
bonds by launching a two-year, 
bond. Since then, more offices 
have introduced either a one or 
two-year bond, or both.. 

Business is booming. Not only 
are the bonds profitable for the 
companies, but they also offer 
very attractive recurus for. the 
.investor. On one-year bonds be 
can have an annual yield of -up 
to 1$ per cent net of basic rate 
tax, with a little less on the 
two-year bonds. These rates are 
extremely . attractive compared 
with other short-term homes for 
cash and are available by 
courtesy of the tax relief avail¬ 
able on life assurance pre¬ 
miums! 

The bonds are a package of 
two insurance policies—a ten- 
year ** qualifying ” annual 
premium endowment and a. 
“ non-qualifying ■* single pre¬ 
mium pure endowment. 

On the one-year bond .the 
investment is split equally _ to . 
pay a premium on both policies. 
With a £1,000 investment, 5500- 
pays the first instalment on the 
annual premium plan. This 
policy provides ■ ~he life cover 
and the guaranteed surrender 
value at the end of the term. 

The remaining.£500 buys the 
single premium pure endow¬ 
ment. After twelve months this 
policy pays the . investor the' 
whole of his income, about- 
£150, and also provides the 
second £500 iHstaIment oh the 
annual premium policy. 

The second annual premium - 
is only paid to boost tbe tax 
relief available on the policy. 
For each £500 invested here the 
company receives £106 from 
the Revenue—chat is, 17} per 
cent of the gross premium, 
equivalent to 212 per cent of 
the net investment. 

Immediately ..after. this pre¬ 
mium has been paid, the policy 
is surrendered. As the surren¬ 


der value equals the original 
inves tment, in this case £1,000, 
there is no liability to “claw¬ 
back ” the tax relief by the 
Revenue. 

Tbe mechanics on the -two-' 
year bonds . are exactly tile 
same r the i nv e stm ent is split 
to buy two single-premium 
policies, giving two years' 
income, while . three annual 
premiums are paid.' 

As the tax relief accounts for 
much of the gain on these' 
policies, companies emphasize 
that potential investors should 
consider carefully whether they 
are eligible for such relief be¬ 
fore signing along tbe dotted, 
line. Merchant Investors points' 
out that income -on- a £1,000 
inves tm ent in its one-year bond 
would, drop by £106 to £24 in 
the absence of tax relief, a non- 
starter in investment terms. 

Many, observers feel that the 
life companies offering these 
bonds have crossed the delicate 
line between “soft core” tax 
efficiency and “bard core” tax 
avoidance. The Life Office’s 
Association disapproves of 
these plans -on the. basis that 
life assurance premium relief 
is designed for the longer term 
policyholder. Fears have beeir 
expressed that these plans will 
provoke the Revenue to tighten 
up the clawback rules - in 


general, which, could have 
repercussions throughout the 
industry. 

: It is, of course, likely that 
! the Revenue will call* a halt to 
these short-term bonds in the 
next Budget, if not before. Even 
though they account'for only a. 
very' small part r of the . life 
assurance market, the plans 
could'. edsDy mushroom, and 
create widespread abuse of the'

She will find that main¬ 
tenance paid for the children 
of her first marriage is used 
to reduce the total amount 
to which she is entitled.

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Is it legally permitted to 
reserve a parking space? Try¬ 
ing to park in the West End'l 
was con fronted by a man who 
blocked my way as I was about 
to eater a meter bay. Waving 
bis umbrella he refused to 
move, saying he was reserving 
the space for his wife who was 
driving round tbe block. 1 
drove off in annoyance, but 
would I have been justified in 
easing forward and edging him 
out of the way? (MJJ, Lon¬ 
don.) 

No, he cannot reserve a park¬ 
ing space. By blocking your 
path and refusing to move when 
asked, the pedestrian was him¬ 
self committing the offence of 
obstruction by ** wilfully ob¬ 
structing the free passage along 
the highway u . This is unlawful 
unless he has lawful authority 
or excuse. Had you called a 

S olice officer he could have 
een arrested, had he refused 
to go. You might have asked his 
name and address and threat¬ 
ened to report him. 

Although you would in theory 
be entitled to use reasonable 
means to “ abate the nuisance ” 
caused bv his wilful obstruc¬ 
tion. bull-dozing him aside 
might not be viewed kindly by 
a court, particularly if he were 
hurt. For example, be might 
accuse you of assault or' even 
dangerous driving.

After a fairly quiet and feature¬ 
less miBiimg foreign exchanges 
had a hectic afternoon dominated 
by. the news from Iran. Sterling 
rose very sharply against the 
dollar when it was reported that 
the Iranians would not accept 
dollars for future oil p a ym e nts. 
This was later denied and the 
pound slipped from its best levels 
to finish at 52.1590 to tbe dollar. 

S i-55 cents from Thursday, ln 
er hours, trading sterling rose 
on more demand from New York. 
Jn trade weighted terms tbe Bank 
of England calculated sierUng’s 
Index at £9.4 per cent of its end 
1971 value. This was a rise of 
0.3 points ou tbe day. . 


Tbe dollar dropped against most 
major currencies during tbet after¬ 
noon, including the recently weak 
Japanese yen. However it closed 
only 10 points down against the 
yen at 246.40 yen to the dollar. 
Against the German mark . the 
dollar was down from DM1.782 to 
DM1.7785, against the Swiss franc 
from Swfr 1.6530 to Swfr 1.64675. 
Spreads were unusually wide last 
night as dealers took account or a 
very erratic and nervous market. 
Hie Bank of England was thought 
to have bees in tbe market to 
befo the dollar, - but only very 
stigotiy. Other central banks were 
not in to any great extern.
